BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


~ 


The interests, efforts and actions of the Board of Selectmen in 1978 
were directed to a number of subjects and issues of more than casual interest, 
including the highly-publicized Board of Appeals - Talis matter, a year-long 
issue whose viability was sustained, at least in part, by the exceptional 
print media coverage of it. 


Other actions of the Board, however, appear to be of longer-term interest 
Or unique status such that they deserve mention in this Annual Report. 


With respect to the area of personnel, for example, the Board appointed 
its first Systems Manager, its first part-time Sealer of Weights and Measures, 
and its first Town Counsel Screening Committee. 


The Board also reappointed its Executive Secretary and the Town Comptroller 
to new terms of office, appointed Leonard Kopelman to the position of Town 
Counsel, and were required to call a special town meeting to provide funds for 
the salaries of elected town officials after the 1978 Annual Town Meeting had 
inadvertently, it is presumed, voted to abolish all such salaries. 


The subject of legal actions to which the Town is a party was as varied and 
far-ranging as at any time in the past. The Board accepted a substantial 
out-of-court settlement in the Kennedy School roof cases, a matter of long 
standing, but also found that a series of suits by several police officers 
for overtime and vacation compensation presented a probable financial 
liability to the Town of a considerable magnitude. 


In addition to the customary number of personal injury suits which are 
experienced by every municipality, the Town, in 1978, continued to be 
plagued by costly litigation between the Planning Board and Board of Appeals 
in the matter of a comprehensive permit, by threatened litigation between 
the Board of Health and Planning Board regarding a subdivision housing 
development, and by the legal costs assosicated with collective bargaining 
and Civil Service procedures. 


Several different projects and concerns which can be grouped in the 
category of road maintenance and reconstruction required the attention of the 
Board in 1978, including the completion of the T.0.P.1.C.S. reconstruction 
project at various locations, the initiation of the reconstruction of the 
intersection of Speen Street and Worcester Street, the repair, pending replace- 
ment, of the Washington Avenue bridge, and improvements to the parking area 
utilized by the Town behind St. Patrick's Church. The Board and Finance 
Committee were also required, in the aftermath of the blizzard on February 6 
and 7, to authorize more than $100,000.00 in additional funds for snow removal 
and clearance efforts. 


The renovation of the Center School building for the use of Town 
offices in its new capacity as the Natick Town Hall was virtually completed in 
1978 as the Town utilized the proceeds of a Federal grant of funds for this 
purpose, with representatives of the Board of Selectmen and School Committee, 
acting as the Center School Relocation Subcommittee, considering a variety of 
related issues from the assignment of space in the building to construction 
change orders to the future supervision and maintenance of the structure. 
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The influence of the state and Federal governments continued to pervade 
the governmental operations of the Town in 1978, as witnessed by the extension 
of unemployment compensation benefits to most Town employees, the availability 
of Federal training and employment programs, and further and more specific 
planning in the area of regional refuse disposal systems. The Board also made 
its last drawing of jurors by lot as the County of Middlesex institued a 
new ''universal'' juror selection procedure. 


The Board received, in 1978, its first complete audit since 1972 of the 
financial records and transactions of the Town, which was undertaken by the 
accounting firm of Touche Ross and Company, as well as several recommendations 
proposed by that firm for the improvement of the financial operations of the 
Town. 


Also in the area of financial management, and with particular regard to 
insurance matters, the Board was presented with its first annual report of 
the Town's self-insured workmen's compensation program, and learned that the 
total costs of that program were approximately $120,000.00 less than the 
amount which would have been expended for this purpose had the Board continued 
to insure these costs with an insurance company. 


The Board also was able to effect a considerable saving in the cost of 
public liability insurance by authorizing the 'packaging'' of that coverage 
with its blanket property insurance coverage. 


In several related efforts to reestablish and improve the position of the 
Board of Selectmen as the chief elected officials of the Town, the Board 
agreed to review its policies and rules and regulations, to establish a 
group of elected officials for policy recommendations, and to offer to each 
Town meeting its position as,a Board on each of the warrant articles contained 
therein. 


A brief statistical summary of some of the activities of the Board in 
1978 showed the issuance of about one hundred fifty licenses and permits, 
the appointment of approximately one hundred seventy individuals to 
various offices, the conduct of seventy-five meetings which consumed one 
hundred fifty hours, and the production of eight hundred seventy pages of 
meeting minutes (three hundred seventy pages in 1973). 


In conclusion, the Board hereby commends those individuals who offered 
and who contributed their abilities, efforts, and time for the benefit of 
the municipal government of the Town of Natick.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE : 


The Natick School Committee met on thirty-one separate occasions during 
1978 to provide direction for the school system. In addition, the several 
subcommittees of the School Committee met many times to address their 
particular responsibilities. These meetings constituted hundreds of hours 
of volunteer effort made on behalf of the children and youth of Natick. 


A review of the Committee's activities indicates that it addressed areas 
related to the curriculum, the staffing of the schools, the costs of education, 
the collective bargaining process, and the long-range implications of these 
for the system. The material which follows provides the reader with specific 
information pertaining to the School Committee's work. 


Time spent in the collective bargaining process is great. During 1978, 
the subcommittees of the School Committee met with the Education Association 
of Natick and the Maintenance, Grounds & Custodians Local 1116 of the Laborers' 
International Union, AFL-CIO in an effort to create successor agreements to 
existing contracts. Negotiations with the school nurses resulted in the first 
contract with that bargaining group. Negotiations with these groups required 
fifty-four meetings. 


At this time, the Committee has reached a settlement only with the 
nurses' unit. The nurses' contract is of two years! duration with a wage 
settlement of 5% for each of the two years. The Committee was assisted in all 
collective bargaining by representatives of the Finance Committee 


Working closely with other town departments and committees, the School 
Committee continues its efforts at collaboration to provide efficient and 
effective services. The Finance Committee plays an active role in the 
collective bargaining process as well as in all facets of the School 
Committee's budget development. The Board of Health has provided the school 
system with a trained dental hygienist to work in the schools. The Department 
of Public Works continuously provides services around the schools. The 
Police and Fire Departments work closely with building principals and 
teachers to protect the health and welfare of the students. The joint efforts 
of the Bus Study Committee and the School Committee produced a new trans- 
portation contract for special needs students at a considerable saving. 


The joint efforts of the Selectmen and the School Committee resulted in 
the Town's receiving a $432,000 Economic Development Act grant to rehabilitate 
the Center School as a municipal building. The closing of the school in June 
Saw the contractor commence the work on the third floor in order to relocate 
the Natick Public School administrative offices. It is worth noting the in- 
ventive utilization of vacant school space. In this instance, the Town gains 
the use of a 64-year-old structure for an additional 50 years. 


The budget for FY1979 is $12,196,982, a 1% increase over the FY1978 
budget. The final budget was a product of the Committee's taking action to 
reduce the staff; to close Center School; to reduce the expenditures for 
supplies and equipment; and to reduce the basis maintenance budget, as well as 
applying federal and state funds to the appropriation. 


The exercise of fiscal responsibility does not have to mean the diminution 
of a sound educational program. The Committee recognized the latter as it 
Sanctioned the staffing of the schools and the implementation of programs. 

In addition, the Committee's continued willingness to participate in several 
collaboratives such as, The Education Cooperative, Project Accept, and Project 
Local, has served to produce considerable savings through cooperative pur- 
chasing and joint sponsorship of educational programs. 


The School Committee established a Long-Range Planning Committee which 
worked with parents of the Johnson, Memorial, and Eliot schools to provide an 
efficient transition from the housing of Johnson pupils at Center School. 

The Long-Range Planning Committee has organized a task force to address the 
possibility of creating a 4-year high school and a second task force to 

study the utilization of Eliot School. Broad-based participation by citizens 
and employees has helped the Committee in its decision-making. 


Through the utilization of several federal grants, the Committee has 
established projects in such diverse areas as guidance, special education, 
industrial arts, staff development, and home economics. The willingness of 
the Committee to support the Administration's efforts to obtain federal and 
state funding adds to the educational opportunities available for the students. 


The School Committee revised or adopted policies in the following areas: 
(1) the administration of medication to pupils; (2) the teaching of gymnastics 
and physical education; (3) child abuse and neglect; and (4) vehicle re- 
placement. The Committee also sanctioned the establishment of an advanced 
placement course in English at Natick High School; the establishment of a 
staffing ratio at the elementary level; the restructuring of the secondary 
school special needs program; and the expansion of the computer education 
program. 


The Committee is particularly pleased with the fact that the senior 
high school received a ten-year accreditation by the New England Association 
of Schools and Colleges. The accreditation renewal is a tribute to the pro- 
fessional and support staffs and the community alike. 


We wish to express our thanks to the community, other municipal boards 
and officials, and the employees of the school system whose efforts have con- 
tributed to the improvement of the organization. We encourage your continued 
participation that our decisions may result in the improvement of educational 
opportunity for our youth.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS - 


We are pleased to report on the educational activities of the Natick 
Public Schools for the calendar year 1978. With the guidance of the School 
Committee, the professional staff worked to provide quality educational 
opportunities for the children and youth of the community. 


The pupil population of the system continued to decline. From a peak en- 
rollment of 8700 in 1970, the school population has declined to 6400 in 1978. 
The School Committee has acted to continue its reduction in the staff. 
Fourteen positions were eliminated in June. The Committee voted in December 
to reduce an additional twenty-one positions at the close of the current 


school year. The Committee made these reductions after a careful analysis 
of the staffing patterns it desired to maintain in the schools. 


The Office of Curriculum and Instruction has provided leadership to the 
principals, department heads and supervisors in their efforts to improve the 
curriculum. The secondary schools began a comprehensive review and revision 
of the English, social studies, mathematics and science programs. The goal 
is to integrate and correlate instruction at this educational level. 


Elementary principals and teachers have developed an outline of the 
several academic curricula based on a grade-level sequence. We will make 
this document available to parents and interested citizens eary in 1979. 
lt should provide an informative overview of the skills that are taught 
throughout the elementary grades. 


The first advanced placement course in English was introduced at Natick 
High School. Talented high school students are able to participate in 
intensive college-level learning activities in this field. The Social Studies 
Department is presently planning for the introduction of an advanced place- 
ment course in United States History. 


Computer instruction at the junior and senior high school levels served 
to support the science, mathematics and business education programs. 
Minicomputers are replacing our standard time-sharing equipment. Students 
appear to enjoy this activity since that which is taught in the classroom is 
closely related to what they will find in the world of work. 


The school librarians, at every level, have worked to facilitate the 
use of the materials which are available. As the result of declining en- 
rollment, the elementary librarians now have the opportunity to see each class 
about once every six weeks as compared to three times per year. Intensive 
instruction in the use of library resources is available at the secondary 
school level. Librarians have emphasized the integrating of the library 
resources into the curriculum. 


Natick's participation in the Regional Vocational-Technical School has 
provided, approximately, 100 of our high school youth with the opportunity 
to combine academic training with state-approved vocational programs. 
Programs are available in eleven separate skill areas. The spirit of 
cooperation exhibited by the vocational school administration has made the 
first year of this joint effort a success. 


The Pupil Personnel Services Division is responsible for special 
education, guidance, psychological and health services. The Special Education 
Department served over 1000 students during the year. Among its accomplish- 
ments were the strengthening of the secondary special education program and 
the opening of a therapeutic program at Natick High School. The Council for 
Exceptional Children chose the Wilson Junior High resource room as one of the 
six best programs in the state. 


The Guidance and Counseling Department continued to expand the informa- 
tional aspect of its program for parents and students. This activity is 
based on the utilization of information gathered through the recent self- 
evaluation. 


The Psychological Services Department sponsored workshops for staff and 
community on such varied topics as student discipline and the counseling of 
children of alcoholic parents. The Department helped to initiate and 
coordinate student discussion groups on mental health issues at the junior 
high schools. 


The Natick Public Schools received a number of federal grants which have 
allowed us to improve programs in guidance, home economics, and industrial 
arts. A Title IVB grant in the amount of $40,000 provided for the purchase 
of equipment and material for use in improving reading skills. A joint venture 
with the YWCA yielded a grant for $23,000 to increase vocational awareness. 

The system utilized METCO funds and federal impact-aid money to reduce the 
budget appropriation by $153,000. 


The fiscal and physical management of the system required constant 
attention. The system modernized its accounting procedures as the result of 
our utilization of a computer service. A continuous flow of information pro- 
vides the Administration with an updated profile of expenditures and en- 
cumbrances in all accounts. The system continued to address energy conserva- 
tion through the retrofitting of heating plants and the relamping of class- 
rooms and corridors. 


The following highlights are also worthy of note: 


1. The NEASC awarded the high school a 10-year 
accreditation. 


2. Four high school seniors were Merit Scholar 
Finalists. 


3. The Center School closed its doors after 
sixty-four years of use as an instructional 
facility. The building is presently undergoing 
rehabilitation in preparation for its use as 
the Town Office. 


4. The school system's staff development program 
continues to improve under the direction of the 
Staff Development Council. 


5. The system implemented a new teacher evaluation 
process at the elementary level. 
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We note with sadness the unexpected loss of Francis M. Burke, M.D. He 
served as team physician for forty years. Hundreds of young people who 
passed through our secondary schools came to know and respect this man. That 
he did so much for so many in such a quiet and conscientious way will stand 
as a memorial to the man. 


In addition, we note the loss of Virginia Tartakoff, Natick High School 
teacher, Elmer Fitch, Center School custodian, and Wilmot Steeves, mainten- 
ance person. 

We wish to thank the School Committee and the Community for the support 


they have given the system. We pledge our continued effort and that of the 
staff to provide Natick's children with quality education.

At its April 1978 meeting, the Dedham, Milton, Natick, Wellesley Regional 
Vocational-Technical School District Committee elected Paul F. Harrington of 
Milton as its Chairman, and Joseph M. Connolly of Natick as its Vice-Chairman. 
It also reappointed Warren J. Himmelberger as its Executive Secretary and later 
appointed Mr. Himmelberger District Treasurer. 

On June 21, 1978, the Regional School District signed an agreement with 
the State College System Board of Trustees to lease four buildings as interim 
facilities in which to start vocational programs. 

The firm of Korslund, LeNormand & Quann of Norwood was retained as archi- 
tects to renovate and update these facilities for the purpose of meeting the 
public safety standards for school use. Renovations were performed by the low 
bidder, Waynrich, Inc. of Framingham, and proceeded at such a rate so as to 
allow the school to open on time, on September 6, 1978. 

A student recruitment program provided the District its initial 334 stu- 
dents. 

In December of 1978, legislation drafted by the State College System was 
filed which will enable permanent facilities to be constructed by the State 
for lease to the District. 

Throughout the year, we have been supported and ably served by our Sena-

The initial budget for the Fiscal Year 1978-1979 was $1,406,800.00. Due 
to the interim facilities which the District was able to lease, we expect to be 
able to return approximately $250,000.00 to the four towns at the end of the 
fiscal year.

$900,000.00. This low budget is a result of being able to use the interim 
facilities for an additional year prior to occupying larger and, therefore, 
more costly permanent facilities for the 1980-1981 school year.

BOARD OF ASSESSORS 


The Board of Assessors respectfully submits its annual report for the year 
ending December 31, 1978. 


John D. Sowles' re-election to the Board continues the continuity of the 
Board as he rejoins Charles W. Emanuelli and Nicholas Arthur. 


John D. Sowles was elected chairman and Charles W. Emanuelli elected clerk 
at the organizational meeting held in March. Since that meeting the Board held 
regular Monday night meetings during the year and in addition held special 
meetings as the needs required. 


Regretfully the tax rate increased this year as a result of many internal 
and external factors. Internally the total town budget requests increased as 
the inflationary spiral continued upward. Externally the County budget was 
increased, State mandated programs required more monies, and the total funds 
received from the State in local aid decreased, each of which in its own way 
affected the tax rate. 


The Town appropriated the necessary funds to update the Assessors maps. 


We continue our activity in the County and State Assessors Associations to 
keep abreast of the many requirements and changing laws affecting the assess- 
ment field. There are many new laws proposed each year that are important to 
this office. We continue to be in contact with our local representatives in 
the State House to assure the best interests of the Town are promoted pertain- 
ing to taxation matters. 
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To our office force, the assistance of other Town departments and to the 
taxpayers who supported us in our efforts to provide equitable assessments 
throughout Natick, we express our sincere thanks.

FINANCE COMMITTEE 


To better meet the demands of the property taxpayers of Natick for cost- 
efficient services during inflationary times, the Finance Committee adopted a 
Budget Target Plan for Fiscal ‘80 (JGbvebe O79 Junem 30. 1980). The goal was 
to stabilize the tax rate at $100.00 per $1,000.00 of valuation of property. 
The Fiscal '79 tax rate is $95.50. Our study included a five-year review of 
revenues and expenditures, inflation factors, business as usual projections, 
estimates on all town and school negotiated salary increases, and a recognition 
of the impact of underfunded and unfunded state mandated programs. Every 
department was given a recommended budget target figure to guide their Fiscal 
'80 appropriation request. 

The Finance Committee took steps to improve the information gathering and 
reporting process: 

1. Developed a Capital Equipment Request Form. 

2. Required substantiation of new proposals in writing. 

3. Developed a questionnaire for the Fire and Police Depts. 

4h. Requested expenditure/revenue information for specific services of 
departments. 

5. Proposed changes in the Warrant for Annual Town Meeting which provide 
for the basic operating budget as Article One, followed by salary and 
wage articles, established service articles and new articles. 

6. The Finance Committee has revised its own report to make it more 
easily understood and less costly. A twenty-page financial report in- 
cluding the warrant will be sent to all taxpayers in lieu of the full 
64-page detailed report. Only 500 copies of a detailed financial 
statement will be printed for Town Meeting Members, Town Officials and 
interested residents.

Through December 31, 1978 our records show the following vital statistics 
were recorded in the office of the Town Clerk: 


Births: 775 Marriages: 425 Deaths: 412 
Final tabulation of vital statistic events occurring to Natick residents 
will not be known until well into the new year. Births, marriages and deaths of 


Natick residents occurring out of town or out of state are not received in time 
to be included in the totals which are shown above. 


Storage of vital statistics records and other public documents which | am 
required under law to protect is becoming a major concern. Hopefully the new 
vault presently under construction at the Center School will relieve this prob- 
lem. If not, storage space for the preservation of these records will have to 
be found. 

Total revenue for the issuance of certified copies of various public docu- 
ments, filing fees and the issuance of various Sporting, Hunting, Fishing and 
dog licenses amounted to $27,691.65 for which ! have receipts from the Town 
Treasurer. 


Fees deducted for the sale of Sporting, Hunting and Fishing and dog li- 
censes and deposited with the Town Treasurer amounted to $732.45.%* 


Total dog licenses sold for the year 1978 were 1,188. This shows a sharp 
decrease in licensed dogs since 1973 when 1,936 dog licenses were sold. The 
following classification of dog licenses were issued for this year:

BOARD OF REGISTRARS 


We, the Board of Registrars, hereby submit our Annual Report for the year 


1978. 


As of December 31, 1978 our records show a total of 16,286 Registered Voters 
in the Town of Natick.

In addition to our regular Monday evening sessions twenty additional Pre- 
cinct registration sessions were held at the various polling locations. Ten 
sessions were held before the State Primary in September and ten before the No- 
vember State Election. 


Also during 1978 we held three Saturday Registration sessions from 12 Noon 
until 8:00 P.M. and three sessions were held on the final day for registration 
before all elections from 8:30 A.M. until 8:00 P.M. 


Starting on January 2, 1979 a new jury selection process for Middlesex 
County was implemented. This new jury system has become what is commonly 
known as one day one trial. Under the new jury system if you are called for 
jury duty in all probability it will only be for the one trial one day basis. 
However, be prepared for a stay ranging from three to five days. If you are 
picked for a trial that may be extended beyond the one day or picked for a 
trial that may be an extended one, consideration for you to be excused from 
that trial will be heard from the Justice who would be seated at that trial. 


We make mention of the new jury selection system which commences on January 
2, 1979 in our 1978 report for it was in 1978 that the new process of selecting 
jurors got started. Prior to 1975 the Registrars of Voters were required only 
to gather a listing of all inhabitants 17 years of age and older. It is from 
this list we are required to publish our List of Residents and our Voters List. 


In 1975 Legislation was passed increasing our duties. One compelling us 
to conduct the annual school census and the other requiring Middlesex County 
to implement a new jury selection system that will incorporate all cross sec- 
tions of today's society. 


To implement the new jury system we were required to forward to the Board 
of Selectmen a numbered list, starting with number one, of all residents 17 
years of age and older residing in Natick on January 1, 1978. 


After certification by the Board of Selectmen the list then was forwarded 
to the Middlesex County Jury Commission office who in turn fed the list into 
their computer. From the Jury Commission office computers, based on a popula- 
tion basis, a certain number of potential jurors are programmed from the com- 
puter. The potential programmed jury list is then forwarded to the Board of 
Selectmen for public view. 


Gone are the days whereby jurors would be drawn by hand from the jury box 
at a meeting of the Board of Selectmen. Instead, computers will now do the 
picking whereby a better cross section of today's society will be represented. 
Our government and the judicial process runs on people. Without their support 
it cannot work. To make it work we, the Board of Registrars, need your cooper- 
ation. The cooperation we speak about is by answering the Annual Listing of 
inhabitants. Without it the listing becomes a very costly and time consuming 
chore. 


Your cooperation will be appreciated, not only by the Board of Registrars, 
but by the taxpayers as well. State and Federal funding for our town could be 
jeopardized if you are not cooperative.

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DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS’ SERVICES 


| hereby submit my annual report of Veterans! Services and Veterans' Bene- 
fits for the year ending December 31, 1978 as follows: 


Veterans' Services -- This office handled over 4,537 telephone calls and per- 
sonal contacts from people concerning their veterans! benefits, and for help 
with service applications. 


Effective October 1, 1978, the V.A- increased service-connected com- 
pensation rates as follows per month: 10% - $44.00; 20% - $80.00; 30% - $121.00; 
LO% - $166.00; 50% - $232.00; 60% - $299.00; 70% - $346.00; - 80% - $400.00; 

90% - $450.00; and 100% - $809.00. 


Also effective 10/1/78, the V.A. has allowed dependent status to those 
receiving 30% and 40% disability. Prior law included dependents from 50% 
up. Now, for instance, a veteran receiving 30% compensation with a dependent 
wife and child will receive $146.00 per month. The higher the percentage of 
compensation, the larger the amount is for the dependents. 


We have received an answer to our request from the Office of the V.A. 
Comptroller, Washington, D. C., for a breakdown of amounts of various awards 
to the Town of Natick veterans and their dependents. They have advised that 
$2,480,000 has come into the Town of Natick for the year 1978. Be aware that 
approximately 65% of applications for these awards are done through this 
office. The breakdown of the 1978 awards is as follows: 


1. - Compensation to Dependents for Veterans Service-Connected Death §$ 11,000 
2. - Veterans Disability Pension 220,000 
3. - Dependents Indemnity Compensation 151,000 
4, - Veterans Death Pension 200,000 
5. - Veterans Disability Compensation 1,241,000 
6. - Veterans Burial Awards & Other Misc. Benefit Payments 30,000 
7. - Autos and Special Equipment for Disabled Veterans 2,000 
8. - Specially Adapted Housing for Disabled Veterans 2,000 
9. - Vocational Rehabilitation Training for Disabled Veterans 17,000 
10.- Sons, Daughters, Wives and Widows Education 37,000 
11.- Veterans Readjustment Training 397,000 
12.- Veterans Insurance and Indemnities 172,000 

$2,480,000 
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All of these monies go directly to the Veteran or his dependents. 


By helping eligible persons to apply for Veterans Administration benefits, 
Social Security, and Supplemental Security Income, and keeping abreast with all 
State and Federal changes in the laws, this office saves the Town of Natick and 
taxpayers thousands of dollars yearly. 


Veterans! Benefits - Included in our contacts are applicants for veterans' aid. 
This year, 1,251 people received financial aid through this office. Some 

were eligible for ordinary living expenses, some for medical, doctor, dentist, 
misc. 


As | stated in the past years, the Commonwealth of Massachusetts reimburses 
the cities and towns 50% of the cost of financial assistance.

VETERANS’ GRAVES AND BURIAL OFFICER 


| hereby submit my annual report of registration and care of veterans' 
graves for the year ending December 31, 1978: 


This year, forty-four veterans passed away in the Town of Natick: 11 
World War |, 30 World War II, 2 Korean, 1 Peacetime. Eight out-of-town 
veterans were buried in Natick cemeteries. 


The Veterans Administration has increased the burial allowance for 
wartime veterans from $400.00 to $450.00 for non-service-connected death. 
For service-connected death, the amount is now $1100.00 instead of $800.00. 
This law became effective 10/1/78. 


The Town of Natick appropriated $506.00 per year for the care of 
veterans! graves. The money is allocated as follows: Caretaker of North 
Cemetery receives $200.00; Glenwood Cemetery - $30.00; and the balance is 
used for flags. bronze markers, and maintenance of maps which show where 
every veteran is buried. Each grave is examined to make sure that it is 
properly marked. If the marker is missing or corroded, it is replaced.

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DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


This is the 58th Annual Report of the Department of Public Works. 


Mr. Burtis E. Hawes, Jr. was elected to a three year term as Com- 
missioner. 


During the year George N. Cardellicchio and Donald C. Moran retired. 
We wish them well. 


Our department was shocked and saddened by the sudden and untimely death 
of the popular and well liked supervisor of the Sanitation Division, Bill 
Rogers. Our sympathy is extended to his family. 


No matter what the weather conditions, the Public Works Department has 
to function and is one of the several agencies created to produce and maintain 
the services which our modern urban living requires. 


In planning, whether it be on a day to day basis or long range, one must 
be aware of the public demand for services and those projects most wanted by 
the public. Programming and time schedules of priority projects must be tied 
in with sound fiscal policies. 


HIGHWAY DIVISION: 


In addition to its many maintenance chores, the Highway Division devotes 
a great deal of time to improving drainage systems and installing berms along 
roadsides to prevent street water from eroding the edge of the road. During 
1978, there were several heavy rain storms of long duration which caused 
flooding in areas previously never affected. Several catch basins were rebuilt 
and pipe lines were cleaned with rodding and flushing equipment. A section of 
Charles Street was reshaped to prevent flooding and reduce the winter ice 
problem. 


Sidewalk maintenance was substantially increased this year with sections 
of Cottage, Pond and Union streets resurfaced. 


Numerous other projects were accomplished by the Division - gravel and 
grading roads, patching pavements, sweeping all Town roads, sign replacement, 
roadside mowing and brush control, roadside litter pickup, installation and 
painting of guard rails, line marking, plowing, sanding and salting. 


Inflation has affected all operations of Public Works but there is one 
area where every person in Town is affected and is asked to cooperate with 
the Department. This pertains to the erection and maintenance of all types 
of signs including street name signs. Vandalism in this area is high and the 
materials used are very costly. Many are not only defaced but are stolen and 
have to be replaced. If everyone would impress upon the young people how 
expensive these materials are, how important it is during emergency situations 
to have street name signs in place and how the removal of warning signs can 
cause serious accidents, maybe the costs of this operation could be reduced. 


Safety improvement was accomplished by reconstruction of the inter- 
section of the Pine, Oak and Erie Streets. This wide intersection was reduced 
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by landscaping and curbing which with the addition of signs served to 
channelize and regulate the flow of traffic. : 


Resurfacing was accomplished on i6 streets with stone and liquid as- 
phalt seals and a continuing program of annual roadway maintenance is im- 
perative. 


WATER DIVISION: 


The Water Division is one of the busiest public units in the Town. 
As the Town expands by development, so is the work load of the Division. 
More inspections, maintenance and meters with outside registers have to 
be installed. New systems have to be pressure tested and sanitized. 


This year the system improvement program was carried forward with the 
rebuilding of one of our well pumps to increase production and the replacement 
of the Rockland Street water main to meet future distribution demands. 


In an effort to keep an adequate water supply for the Town, the Di- 
vision installed new services and replaced old ones; repaired or replaced 
gate boxes, mains, hydrants and meters. 


The Water Division was also called on many times to thaw out frozen 
water services during the severe cold period. We really do not appreciate 
the uninterruped flow of water from our taps until something like this 
causes it to stop. 


SEWER DIVISION: 


The Sewer Division is almost entirely supported by revenue income. 
Like the water system the extension of sewers means an increasing work load 
to the division. 


The 26 lift stations throughout the town require a team of specialists 
working 7 days a week to provide non interruptive service. Other crews 
extend sewer services to property lines, repair sewer mains and manholes 
and clear out plugged lines. 


This year the Boden Lane station was rebuilt as part of the annual 
improvement program. 


SANITATION AND LAND FILL DIVISION: 


The Sanitation Division picked up approximately 13,050 tons of 
rubbish in their weekly collections. There was a marked increase in the 
special collections of large items picked up by appointment. Mr. George 
Rogers was appointed supervisor of the division succeeding his brother Bill. 


Costs of maintaing the Land Fill site increased this year and will con- 
tinue to increase because of new stringent regulations issued by the State 
but it is still less expensive to operate the land fill than to have the 
rubbish hauled out of Natick.

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BOARD OF HEALTH 


The following is a report of the activities for the year ending 
December 31, 1978.

Again, there were no cases of Measles reported for the year 1978. 
There has been a slight reduction in Venereal Disease when compared to the 
figures of 1977. 


Chicken Pox has again dropped significantly. As previously mentioned, 
it is this Department's opinion that this and other types of contagious 
diseases are not being reported to the Board of Health. 


Tine and Mantoux tests totalled 764; 36 were reactors of which 23 were 
put on Chemoprophylaxis and checked every 3 to 4 months for 1 - 2 years as 
indicated by progress. 


A total of 138 patients were brought to Middlesex County Sanatorium and 
other agencies for x-rays and Diagnostic Findings. Home visits totalled 380. 
There were 0 cases of active Tuberculosis for 1978. Other forms of Tubercu- 
losis totalled 0. 
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A total of 48 babies attended the Board of Health's Well Child Con- 
ference and 53 Various immunization shots and doses were given. ~ 


There were 15 premature births reported for the year 1978 and 
financial aid was requested by 1. None was granted. 


Premature and post-partum home visits totalled 56. 


Fifty Lead Poison Detection Clinics were held at the Board of Health 
Office. A total of 17 children were screened of which none totalled over 
the maximum lead level. 


Forty-nine weekly Blood Pressure Screening Clinics were held at the 
Board of Health Office. A total of 48 residents attended and 4 referrals 
were made to their private physicians. 


Flu Clinics (Type A (A/Russian & A/Texas) and Type B (B/Hong Kong) 
were held for residents in the Town according to State dictates. These 
clinics were held at various locations in the Town for the convenience of 
the residents and at various times. A total of 548 residents were in- 
oculated and no adverse reactions were reported to the Health Office. In 
October and November of this year, nine school clinics were held for al] 
children who had not received the measles vaccine, or who had not been 
immunized for measles, polio, M.M.R. and tetanus and diphtheria. A total 
of 488 children were inoculated. 


Pneumonia clinics were also held for the elderly and high risk group. 
A total of 412 residents were inoculated. 


The various permits and licenses issued during the year 1978 by the 
Health Office totalled 4,767. 


Fees collected and returned to the Town Treasury for dump stickers and 
general licenses totalled $45,898. A substantial kncrease over 1977. 


A total of 2,927 vials of different biologics were distributed to the 
various Natick physicians for 1978. 


The Dental Clinic, which was recently re-evaluated by the Board of 
Health, is in its first year of oral health education and is proving to be 
very successful. 


This program could not be possible without the understanding and full 
cooperation of the School Department. 


The Dental Survey made of eleven schools involving 4,215 children 
(grades 1 through 6) indicated 1,089 children were in need of dental treatment. 


There is no doubt, in this Board's opinion, that this new program wil] 
be most beneficial to these children in the Natick School System in years to 
come relative to better personal dental care and oral hygiene. 


Preventative Dental Health is taught in the classrooms encompassing good 
oral hygiene, good dietary habits, films and a suggested reading list for 
children in these grades. 
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Through the office of the Board of Health a total of 15 animal bites 
were reported. No evidence of the contagious disease of Rabies was found 
after animal confinement of ten days. 


A total of 1,160 animals were vaccinated at the annual Rabies Clinic. 


A total of $2,320.00 received for these clinics was returned to the Town 
Treasurer's Office. 


The Board of Health Laboratory has again been approved by the State De- 
partment of Public Health. Approval is given for qualified personnel and 
up to date equipment after State inspection and examination. 


Dug Pond, the Town's public bathing beach, tested satisfactorily during 
the summer season for bathing purposes. As usual, the bacterial picture 
always increases during peak loads but not that significantly. 


A total of 1,735 inspections, complaints, progress inspections and calls 
in the field were made by this office relative to sanitation and Public Health 
matters. Milk, water and swab testing totalled 785 individual tests. 


A total of 15 Show Cause Hearings and Court cases were necessary for the 
year 1978. 


These hearings are usually initiated because of violations in the area of 
Public Health which could be detrimental or dangerous to residents or the 
general public. 


The Health Department received a total of 305 calls in 1978 for the re- 
moval of hornet nests, poison ivy spraying, ticks, wasps and mosquito spraying 
on private property. 


The Town, during the mosquito breeding season, jis sprayed by a mobile mist 
blower and by helicopter as part of our Mosquito Control Program. Fogging is 
also employed for this program. 


The recently purchased new Mosquito Control truck and mobile mist blower 
is far more efficient than the Department's previous machine. 


The Board of Health is still very concerned about diseases carried by 
mosquitos and ticks which in turn are transmitted to humans and animals. 


Some of these diseases are: encephalitis, heart worm disease, tularemia 
and spotted fever. 


Again, various strains of Encephalitis are now to the North, South and 
West of Massachusetts. Heartworm disease is also on the increase, a disease 
which is transmitted by the mosquito to dogs. 


A diligent year round rodent and insect control program is also carried 
out at the Town of Natick's Solid Waste Disposal area by our personnel and 
throughout the Town when needed. 


_An independent survey bytDr. els eWi. Smith; Un. e@kwho-is. a Registered Pro- 
fessional Entomologist, indicated that the Town of Natick is in need of its 


present program. Dr. Smith suggested some modifications to up-date this 
program for greater efficiency. 
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The Health Department plans to incorporate these recommendations in its 
future schedules in order to upgrade its program. iad 

The scales, which have been in operation at the Solid Waste Disposal 
Area, have proven very beneficial to the Town since their installment. Out- 
side rubbish has been substantially reduced and an equitable means of 
revenue for the Town has been established. 


The Natick Board of Health still takes a dim view on P.C.D. or cluster 
Zoning and strongly recommends the present Town Zoning By-Laws be retained. 


The Mental Health Program, under the direction of the Board of Health 
for residents requiring this aid, has proven very beneficial over the 
years and has saved the taxpayers considerable monies during its operation. 
This program is going into its twelfth year and it is strongly recommended 
that these services be continued.

RECREATION COMMISSION 


The continued support of residents of new and refined leisure services is 
a source of great pride to the Commission, Staff, and seemingly the Community 
at large. The troubled economic times, though discouraging to tax-payers and 
service providers alike, allow us to reflect on what we have, how we can best 
use available resources, and hopefully, come up with new ways to improve on 
the services without additional funding. 


The gradual upgrading of parks and playgrounds and the boost given to that 
effort in 1978, through federal and state funding programs, is beginning to show 
progress as you tour the town and look at new equipment, better surfacing and 
plantings, and new conveniences for users of the facilities. The all important 
contributions by PTO groups, local service organizations like the Natick 
Jaycees, and citizen improvement committees is a sign of the importance placed 
upon recreation as a part of our community's life. 


Activities were likewise stimulated by: The response of Jr./Sr. High 
students to increased outdoor recreation opportunities such as skiing, canoeing 
and camping; Co-operative and collaborative programming with parent organiza- 
tions, most especially in '78, the Natick Soccer Club; The surge of adults to 
the less structured ''Open Gym'' programs in the neighborhoods; Revitalized com- 
petitive programs in Softball for Men & Women; A restructured program for in- 
door jogging; and increased intra-town programming, especially with Framingham, 
as evidenced by the combined Natick-Framingham Hoop League in '78, Natick- 
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Framingham Indoor Tennis lessons, and most significantly a Natick-Framingham 
Track Meet, which led to a combined team competing at the state level. 


Methods of delivering services were enhanced by excellent business commun- 
ity cooperation, such as that received from the many retailers who have allowed 
the installation of the Recreation Program Bulletin Boards, sponsorship of 
special events like the annual Holiday Lighting Ceremony, and year-round pro- 
gram support through donations and team or program sponsorships. 


The future, though clouded by the fiscal crises being experienced across 
the nation, is still bright when you consider what a community can do together 


to maintain and even improve on leisure programs and facilities. In Natick, 
we have an edge because of the strong foundation and tradition upon which 
recreation services have been built. 1979 will require a total effort to study, 


develop and implement, at least, some of the following: 


1. Stimulate cooperation and coordinated action programs between all agencies 
of the town. 

2. Increase use of fiscal and human resources, including the year-round devel- 
opment of the existing volunteer corp. 

3. Mobilize all groups, organizations and individuals willing to contribute in 
some way Or another to the delivery of recreation/park services. 

4. Internally develop the Recreation and Park Department more as a catalyst, 
planner, and enabler for all community groups. 

5. Increase awareness of the environmental resources of the town and promote 

individual active and passive utilization. 

Consider regionalization in the process of any new service proposal. 

Utilize data processing to the fullest in the business and analytical pro- 

cedures of the department. 

8. Promote greater public input on individual and collective feelings and 
desires of Natick residents, regarding all services of the department.

With the continued help of the citizenry, support and cooperation of town de- 
partments, generosity of the fraternal and service organizations, and a total 
community approach to the resolution of probiems and issues as they arise, the 
quality and quantity of Recreation and Park Services can continue to be improv-

PERSONNEL BOARD 


The Personnel Board met bi-monthly during the year. The Board also 
attended meetings with the Board of Selectmen, Finance Committee and Depart- 
ment Heads. 
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Mr. G. Walter Parker resigned from the Board due to increased business 
commitments. wi 

The Personnel Board conducted an audit of the Local Inspector in the 
Building Department. An audit of the position of Planning Director was con- 
ducted. Both audits were presented to the Board of Selectmen. A job 
description for the position of Ceta Funding Coordinator was forwarded to 
the Board of Selectmen. The Board met with Youth & Human Relations Board 
to discuss their request that employees be placed on the Personnel Board 
Pay Plan. It was the Personnel Board's decision that this request should 
emanate from the Board of Selectmen. 


There were meetings with the Selectmen to discuss IPA Grants of 
federal funds to state and local governments to help them improve personnel 
administration systems. The Town of Wayland and Sherborn were contacted 
with a view to combining to take advantage of these Grants. Both Towns 
were not interested in having studies conducted at present. 


The Council on Aging met with the Personnel Board to discuss the 
position of Director. The work hours of the Director have been increased 
to forty hours per week with a substantial increase in the duties and 
responsibilities of the position. The Personnel Board considers an increase 
to Level 6 is justified. 


In November, the Board presented an employee evaluation and system 
set-up to the Board of Selectmen. An article requesting funds for this 
system will be presented at Town Meeting by the Personnel Board and Board 
of Selectmen. 


The Personnel Board recommended a 5.5% increase to be applied to the 
base salary of each level. Current increments between each annual step 
were retained. 


On October 26, 1978, Mr. Nicholas J. Morana was reelected Chairman and 
Mr. Paul V. McMahon was reelected Vice-Chairman. Mrs. Mary J. Trundy was 
reappointed Executive Secretary.

COMMUNICATIONS DIVISION 


FIRE ALARM 

The Beetleback construction project (Route 9 and Speen Street) has domina- 
ted our work load this past year. We have been able to maintain full Fire 
Alarm service to all interconnected automatic alarm systems in the construction 
area. Area and underground cable in excess of 9,000 feet has been installed. 
During 1979 we will be completing the rerouting of our circuits necessary to 
allow construction to continue unimpeded. The remainder of the Fire Alarm 
System is being maintained. Tests on all boxes were performed including auxi1- 
iary systems in schools, rest and nursing homes, churches, hospitals, and hous- 
ing for the elderly. We have continued replacing the old open type wire which 
is in excess of thirty years old. All areas of town are involved in this pro- 
ject and this past year 12,000 feet of new cable has been installed. Addition- 
al Fire Alarm Boxes have been installed at various locations in order to pro- 
vide the necessary protection. 
POLICE ALARM AND TRAFFIC CONTROL 

The new traffic signals provided by the TOPICS program have been turned on 
and are working quite well. We understand the TOPICS job will be 100% complet- 
ed this year. We are recommending the upgrading of the traffic control equip- 
ment in Walcott Square for two reasons: One is to eliminate the need for traf- 
fic to wait for a pedestrian phase when no one is using the crosswalks, by the 
installation of push buttons and ''Walk/Don't Walk'' heads. The second reason is 
the unreliable 23 year old control equipment. 
RADIO SYSTEMS 

The Fire, Police, Public Works, Forestry, Recreation and Civil Defense 
radio systems have been maintained throughout the year. The new Fire Rescue 
Vehicle has been equipped with the latest type of multi-channel radio equipment, 
providing direct communication with all area hospitals. 
CIViLe DEFENSE*SYSTEM 

The ten audible electronic warning units have been tested daily and servic- 
ed as required during the year.

NATICK POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The crimes of breaking and entering decreased in 1978. There has been a 
decrease every year since 1973. Acts of vandalism still persist. Vandalism in 
the schools remained about the same. In the private sector, owners of cars and 
homes have been plagued by vandalism occurring late at night. This leads me to 
believe more than ever that the eighteen year old drinking law should be repeal- 
ed. Education among fifth and sixth graders and some higher classes has begun 
in the schools. The purpose is to teach children that by committing acts of 
vandalism increases the cost to parents in insurance rates, higher taxes, pun- 
ishment by the courts, etc. It is a long range program. 

Meanwhile we will adhere to the laws of the Commonwealth and prosecute all 
acts of vandalism when individuals are apprehended.

Once again many officers attended training sessions sponsored by the 
Criminal Justice Council.

SAFETY COMMITTEE 


The members of the Natick Safety Committee held three regular meetings 
during 1978. 

Safety matters which had been referred to the committee by the Board of 
Selectmen were discussed, investigations made and recommendations forwarded to 
the Board of Selectmen for their action. 

1. A requested stop sign be placed at the intersection of Aqueduct Road 

and Eliot Hill Road. Unanimous vote for no need for stop sign. 

2. Motion carried by unanimous vote for a stop sign at the intersection 
of Cottage Street and South Main Street. 

3. Motion made and carried by unanimous vote to install a traffic spot- 
light in South Natick Square; also improve traffic spotlights at the 
intersections of Hayes Street and East Central Street, and Mulligan 
Street and East Central Street. 

4. Motion made and carried by unanimous vote to install larger lenses in 
flashing traffic lights at the intersections of Hayes Street and East 
Central Street and Pleasant Street and Eliot Street. 

5. By unanimous vote it was voted to install speed signs of no greater 
than 20 M.P.H. on West Street. 

6. Recommended to the Board of Selectmen to hold a public hearing on a 
traffic pattern for Clarendon Street and that all abutters be notified. 

7. Recommended to the Board of Selectmen that signs be posted before 
Mansfield Street indicating to turn at Mansfield Street for Marion 
Street. 

8. Recommended to the Board of Selectmen to require Mr. Connolly to tear 
down the temporary barrier on the property at the intersection of 
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Farwell and Cottage Streets to eliminate the hazardous condition that 
exists at this location. ' 

9. Recommended to the Board of Selectmen that parking be restricted to 
one side of the street only in the area of Atkinson and Lawrence Co. 
on Summer Street. 

10. Recommended to the Board of Selectmen that stop signs be posted at each 
end of Burning Tree Road. That Go Slow Children signs be posted at 
each end of Burning Tree Road.

CIVIL DEFENSE 


| respectfully submit the following report for the year 1978: 


The Civil Defense radios, warning system and other such equipment has been 
maintained and tested regularly. 


The Radiological Monitoring equipment, stored at the Emergency Operations 
Center, is ready for immediate distribution to the shelters or wherever it 
might be needed. These units are checked-or replaced yearly by the U.S. Army. 


The Auxiliary Police, with 30 members, logged more than 4300 duty hours 
and a total of 13,634 patrol miles during the year. Many of these miles were 
in their own cars and at their own expense. They are to be highly commended 
for this voluntary and valuable service to the Town. The two patrol cars, 
older models purchased partly at their own expense, are in poor condition and 
should be replaced for the efficiency and safety of these men. A vehicle, 
preferably a van, should also be made available for the transportation of 
personnel and equipment during emergencies or other necessary uses. 


A 40 Channel C.B. radio, base set, has been presented to the Natick 
Police Department by the Massachusetts Civil Defense Agency and has been put 
into service to monitor Emergency Channel 9 and to communicate with other C.B. 
equipped vehicles and homes during a disaster or other emergency. 


Visits to the Surplus Property Warehouse are made regularly and much 
useful equipment has been procurred at little cost to the Town. 


On the resignation of Joseph Poshefko as Director of Civil Defense for 
the Town and subsequent appointment of your present Director, a decision was 
made to transfer C.D. Headquarters and the Emergency Operations Center to the 
lower floor of the Center School, now being remodeled into the Town Hall. 
This will relieve the congestion in the present EOC in the basement of the 
Central Fire Station, a building 105 years old, where it shares space with 
fire department storage, fire alarm panels and heating equipment, there being 
little space for shelter of persons. The move to the Center School will com- 
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bine Civil Defense Headquarters and communications, shelter area (old gym), 
cafeteria, Board of Health and toilet facilities on the same floor. This 
area is a Federally designated shelter with entrance ramps at street level 
for the handicapped. The auditorium on the second level is available for 
further shelter space and additional toilet facilities on all levels are 
further reasons for this move. The present EOC will then be designated as 
an alternate EOC should the need arise. 


During the year the Emergency Operations Plans, Program Papers, Staffing 
Pattern, etc., were updated as required in order to maintain eligibility for 
the Matching Funds Program. This eligibility has been extended to June 30, 
1979. After this date, to remain eligible for this funding, Federal Standards 
will call for a full-time Director/Coordinator for a municipality the size 
of Natick. The cost to the Town of this position relative to the benefits 
of Federal funding to be received are under study at this time. Federal 
funding includes 50% of the salary of the Director/Coordinator and adminis- 
trative expenses and partial funding on certain other programs and/or equip- 
ment. Incidentally, your present Director is in no way interested for 
consideration for this position. 


In conclusion | wish to thank the Fire Department for the maintenance of 
the radios and warning system, the Auxiliary Police under Captain Edward 
Easton for the hours of volunteer service rendered, and to Peter Maffei and 
the Public Works Department for assistance in locating and transporting sur- 
plus equipment and to all others who have contributed to the Civil Defense 
effort. 1 am especially indebted to the late ''Bill'' Rogers for his coopera- 
tion and assistance during my years of association with the Natick Civil 
Defense. He is, and will continue to be, sorely missed.

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Calendar-fiscal 1978 at Leonard Morse Hospital ended as it began: 
with the threatened closure of its Maternity and Pediatric Units at some future 
time, hopefully staved off for another year. Consumer-provider-legislative 
testimony at a December 20 hearing in Newton supported more strongly than 
ever, the hospital's contention that it still provides the best possible 
health care at the lowest possible cost to patients. 


While both vital services really needed no ''defending'', other 
accomplishments received ongoing recognition throughout 1978 from Natick 
townspeople who now have come to expect a continuity of achievement from their 
full-service hospital. 


The fulfillment of short-term and long-range goals last year involved 
both the expanded use of present hospital facilities and the greater extension 
of community outreach programs. This resulted directly from ongoing efforts 
of our Long Range Planning Committee dominated by Trustee Council consumers, 
the results of an area-wide comprehensive health care needs survey throughout 
our 1/7-town service area and the filing of a State-mandated one and five-year 
plan for anticipated growth and cost factors. 


Simply stated, in ''non-hospitalese'', here are many of the things we 
did during the last 12 months: 


Quickly contained and conquered the first known outbreak of salmonella 
(food contamination) at LMH: joined hands with community volunteers to 
neutralize any devastating effect upon patient care during the paralyzing 
February 6-7 blizzard. 


Accelerated our CPR Heart Saver program (including one for the deaf), 
the first Bay State hospital to do so without a government grant; installed 
a telephone for the deaf for health-emergency information, and a computer 
terminal for the hearing-impaired seeking other special or generalized 
data; dedicated a newly completed non-denominational chapel financed entirely 
through private gifts, including $10,000 from our Hospital Aid Association; 
and installed our first kidney dialysis machine. 


Vastly expanded our annual spring Health Careers Fair for area high 
schoolers; established a hospital Speakers Bureau; initiated an amputee 
clinic, a Chaplaincy lay visitor program, a Child Advocacy Team involving 
appropriate community agencies, and Project Healthy in conjunction with the 
National Council on Aging. 


Conducted seminars on rape crises and prevention, sudden infant death 
syndrome, child abuse and sports injuries; created an intra-hospital Joint 
Legislative Committee, increased the Trustee Council from 70 to 100 members, 
and accepted a $7,000 grant from the State Department of Public Health's 
Division of Preventive Medicine to initiate an area-wide child seatbelt 
safety program. 


And, coming full circle, delivering identical girl triplets (One 


in 62,500) in a family-oriented Maternity Unit that cannot ever be compared 
to a regionalized birth center.

As the year's end approached, Hospital Trustees moved two planned 
innovations to the ''front burner''. One was the beginning of construction of 
a third trauma room for the critically ill and injured in the Emergency Unit, 
the first step in freeing existing space for an adjoining Ambulatory Care 
Unit, with a combined capability of handling well over 100,000 emergency/ 
outpatients annually. 


The other was filing an article for inclusion in the 1979 Natick Town 
Meeting for the zoning change necessary to build a Mary Ann Morse Medical 
Arts building on hospital-owned property. The structure would house clinic 
facilities, space for other health-related community agencies and tax-genera- 
ting private offices for physicians, many now located in the Cottage Annex. 
The article was co-sponsored by the Natick Board of Selectmen. 


While the stewardship of the entire hospital continues to remain the 
responsibility of the Board of Trustees, recognition must be given those 
who head the multiple components of Leonard Morse. The ascendancy of Mrs. 
Catherine G. Matzilevich to Board President is one example. 


Veteran Natick deputy fire chief Thomas F. Morris became the newest 
Board member and was named secretary. Mrs. Howard F. Leavitt was chosen 
president of the Hospital Aid Association; Dr. David B. Pomfret was re- 
elected president of the Medical Staff; David Fidler, chairman of the 
Trustee Council, and 0. David West completed his second year as General 
Director. 


Because Leonard Morse provides a service that everybody needs but 
nobody really ''wants'', its successes during fiscal-calendar 1978 were the 
result of ongoing dialogues among the hospital, its consumer and financial 
Supporters, Natick's legislators, town leaders and all health-oriented 
agencies dedicated to a common purpose; helping those who cannot help 
themselves.

MORSE INSTITUTE 
TRUSTEES’ REPORT 


The Trustees of the Morse Institute have had a busy year mostly due to 
the scheduled refurbishing of the library interior. We had satisfactory bids 
for the installation of the new cooling tower which proved to be well within 
our estimated budget. The exterior and interior painting was also obtainable 
within our budget. Both of these projects have been accomplished and the 
interior of the library is now in excellent condition. 


We had anticipated delivery of our bookmobile in the earlier part of the 
school year but it has been delayed by equipment problems, particularly, the 
large generator which is used for both heating and lighting. The delay in 
this was understandable since there has been a great demand for this type of 
equipment. At the time of this report, the bookmobile was expected any day. 
Certainly, by the time this report is impressed into the town report, we will 
have the new equipment. This machine will be one of the finest in the state 
as it has all the advantages of modern technology. As soon as we have the 
second bookmobile through its annual overhaul, we will then place the oldest 
one on sale. This will be done through advertisement as there seems to be 
considerable interest for this type vehicle for campers andsoforth. 


Our history of a full staff unfortunately came to an abrupt end this 
Fall with the loss of our Assistant Librarian. We have just, as of the 
writing of this report, replaced that position. We have one other loss in the 
librarian staff which we are hoping to replace at an early date which will 
put us back into our normal complement of help. The Trustees are indebted to 
the staff for the manner in which they have all cooperated through these two 
vacancies. They gave library service which very few people realize was due 
to sacrifices on their part. 


The appropriation for books continues to be a pressing problem with the 
enormous increase in the price of the type books which the library acquires. 
Each year we have been spending more money but unfortunately getting fewer 
volumes. It is a problem the Trustees must face realistically in the next 
year in order to keep our new book input on a basis required for our library. 


The Children's Department has had a great deal of activity and certainly 
has performed some unusual services for the children of the town in many 
ways. The toy exchange continues to be very popular. 


The photographic collection has continued to receive some very interesting 
and unusual pictures of the latter 19th and early 20th centuries to add to 
its very outstanding collection. The Trustees are indebted to the Walnut Hill 
School for some athletic pictures which are extremely unique. The school 
basketball team of 1893, | believe is the first women's basketball team in the 
country and photographs of a golf match on which was then called Golf Hill on 
the Walnut Hill School campus shows very unusual pictures of lady golfers in 
the ensemble of the day and the interesting point is a team match of Miss 
Porter's School at Farmington versus Walnut Hill, dated 1901. Apparently, 
Natick's great athletic background was well carried on by its women at the 
turn of the century. 


The use of library facilities by local groups has continued at a capacity 
rate and several new projects are in the offing. One of the most interesting 
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things that was reported to the Trustees by the Chief Librarian is the fact 
that the in-house use of the library has increased tremendously, particularly 
in reference work and people making photo-copies from magazines and books 
instead of charging them out. Therefore, the true circulation figures are not 
quite what they would seem to be by judging the outgoing registration of books. 


Although, the service of the librarian staff is certainly unusual and 
in the opinion of many of the library users outstanding, we also must give 
credit to a maintenance personnel which we feel has no second in our community, 
both from their ability to handle the mechanical problems of a very complex 
heating and the exterior and artistic maintenance of the interior and the 
grounds. A thank you to a fine maintenance team. 


We had constantly been receiving suggestions from our users and hope this 
will continue as on many occasions we have been aided by them. 


The Veteran's Bureau has requested that we furnish space for the 
Vietnamese War Memorial. We are delighted to do this,since the vandalism on 
our war memorial has been absolutely zero and no town that | know of can make 
this claim. The Memorial Mall is an unusual situation for towns of our type 
and we are indebted to the Veteran's group for their interest and use of it on 
appropriate occasions. 


Fortunately, most of the Trustees have time available and devote a great 
deal of it to the library as needed, in this we are extremely fortunate as we 
think it helps to better the services that the library has been able to give. 
We are most appreciative to so many, it is impossible to acknowledge all at 
this time for their help on many occasions.

MORSE INSTITUTE 


1978 at the Morse Institute was a busy year of service to the townspeople 
of Natick. Many people used the services of the reference room, either study- 
Ing, Or seeking answers to questions or material for term papers. Some of 
this material is used in the library or is photocopied, but does not show up 
in the circulation statistics. The total circulation was 248,889. 


Overdue and missing books are a perennial problem. Much time and effort 
iS spent in trying to get them back. Missing books are continually being 
replaced. In some cases the same book has to be replaced more than once. 

Some libraries have already installed detection systems to help cope with this 
problem. However this is an expensive proposition. 
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The Eastern Regional Public Library System has provided the library with 
many interlibrary loan requests, with delivery three times a week~by truck 
from the Wellesley Free Public Library. Many films were borrowed for the 
library's own use as well as for those organizations having film borrowing 
cards from the Boston Public Library. 


In November, the Morse Institute was approved to receive $11,663.25 of 
"State Aid to Public Libraries'' money, having met all the necessary require- 
ments. This money will be appropriated as part of the library's 1979-1980 
budget at Town Meeting in March 1979. 


A Savin Copy Machine replaced the Olivetti machine early in the fall. 
This machine makes a much better copy than the Olivetti and is constantly 
in use. 


Much genealogical research was done this past year with many people 
using the microfilm reader for Town Clerk's records and the Natick newspapers. 
The reader is also used by students reading the N Y. Times on microfilm. 


The adult library and the children's library had a good circulation of 
phonograph records and cassettes. For the ''pop'' records in the adult library 
it has been necessary to shelve the empty album and keep the records at the 
desk. Otherwise they are apt to be stolen. The children's library has done 
the same with the cassettes. 


During the February snow storm the library was closed for four days. 
This is the first time the library has been closed for such a long period of 
time. Of necessity the bookmobiles were off the road for five days. 


The two bookmobiles continued to give good service to the Town. The 
School Bookmobile covers most of the elementary schools, providing books for 
the children and units on special subject for the teachers. For four weeks 
during the summer this Bookmobile also gave library service at some of the 
playgrounds, as part of the town summer recreation program. The Adult Book- 
mobile gives excellent library service at neighborhood stops in the outlying 
sections of town. This bookmobile will be replaced by the new one which is 
nearing completion at the Thos. F. Moroney Co. in Shrewsbury, Massachusetts. 


The present 1967 Adult Bookmobile will replace the 1958 School Bookmobile 
which will be sold. 


A much needed painting job in all parts of the library was completed in 
December. A new cooling tower for the air conditioning system was installed 
in the early fall. This replaced the original tower which has rusted out. 


The Children's Library increased its pre-school story hours from three 
to five sessions this year. Advance registration for these was required and 
enrollment had to be limited to 25 for each group. All these programs were 
well attended, each one being planned around a special theme. There was also 
a storycraft program for older children. Films were shown monthly and in 
some instances there were two showings of the film. Visits were made to the 
children's room by several nursery schools and some elementary school classes. 
These groups were given a tour of the library and a story hour. 


The circulating toy and game collection has been increased and is still 


very popular. Some were purchased from a special fund and some were gifts, 
for which the library is very grateful. 
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The Children's Library again had the use of a video computer terminal, 
during July and August, loaned by Babson College. The children became ex- 
pert in using the different programs. 


After losing the gerbil ''Sleepy'', the children's library received a gift 
of two male gerbils. They are very lively and a great attraction for the 
children. 


The Star League Summer Reading program at the main library and on 
the Bookmobile was a great success, with 600 children joining and reading 
4,750 books. The idea was to encourage children to read. The success of 
the program can be attributed to the current Star Wars movie craze, as well 
as to the careful planning of the children's librarians. Byron Lichtenberg, 
a Natick astronaut, presented a slide show, brought along food specimens and 
described space flight. In August a Space Party was held on the lawn with 
many of the children dressed in space costumes. There were judges and prizes 
awarded to the most '"'out of this world'' creatures. The whole staff were 
pleased with the success of an "'out of this world'' summer of '78 program. 
The Recreation Department held a successful Drama and Craftmobile program 
at the library for the older children. 


Plans are being drafted for a ramp for the handicapped to come into the 
library through the entrance to the children's room. The staff will assist 
them with their requests from the children's room. The money for this project 
is to come from Federal Funds. 


The library is grateful to the Chief of Police, the Selectmen and the 
Safety Committee for making Clarendon Street ''One Way''. Since it is a narrow 
street it is now much safer for the children with traffic going one way only. 


A basic collection of Natick Historical pictures and slides has been 
nearly completed and is now being organized. An historic slide show has been 
shown to several groups. Many thanks to those townspeople who loaned their 
pictures so that they could be photographed for the collection. It is hoped 
the program can be continued next year. 


In November a four week workshop, ''Me in the Middle Years!'! was given 
at the library by Diane Antczak from the Middlesex County Extension Service. 
This was successful and will be continued in January. 


Several staff members have attended State library meetings, Eastern 
Regional workshops and Children's round tables. 


There were several changes on the staff in 1978. Carol Shedd, the 
Assistant Head Librarian resigned at the end of June. This position will be 
filled by James E. Sutton, who has been Reference and Adult Services Librarian 
at the Stoughton Public Library. Mrs. Constance Brooks, a Part-time Library 
Assistant, retired in November and Mrs. Mary Morrison resigned at the end of 
December. Several staff members were out with serious illnesses. 


The many gifts of books, magazines and paperbacks were gratefully re- 
ceived. The library would like to thank the Natick Bulletin and the Natick 
Sun for the gift of their respective papers and the Natick Federal Savings 
and Loan Association for the bookmarks. The many attractive plants and 
flower arrangements brought in by members of the Natick Garden Club were 
greatly appreciated by the staff and the patrons. Many varied and unusual 
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exhibits were loaned to the library for display and were a great attraction 
for the library patrons. 


The Librarian would like to express her appreciation to the staff for 
their cooperation and loyalty in this difficult year and to the Trustees for 
their unfailing support and understanding of the needs of the library. 


The Library Staff looks forward to an even better year of library 
service to the town in 1979.

BACON FREE LIBRARY 


Some of our most enthusiastic patrons come from Wellesley and Dover as 
well as from all corners of Natick. Their explanations for being so loyal are 
that they can find the most recent books, the waiting list for reserve books is 
short, and they can find whatever else they are looking for quickly. In addi- 
tion parking is easy, and the library atmosphere is friendly. 


Pre-school story hour and the summer program for ages 5 to 8 are also 
popular because of the relaxed surroundings. Class visits from Eliot and 
Memorial schools are always worthwhile. Depending upon the teacher and age 
group books for reports are selected, movies shown, stories told, and brief 
lessons on research skills are given by the librarian. 


The new trustees have taken an active interest in all library activities 
and needs. Through them and the Friends of the Library we supported a success- 
ful benefit performance by the Theatre Makers who did a professional job with 
the popular play, ''The Sunshine Boys''. In September a book and bake sale 
brought people from far and wide with the result that we made new friends and 
a respectable amount of money. 


The physical condition of the building is causing concern because of out- 
moded electrical and plumbing systems, and other physical features that need 
repairing. The trustees and patrons are hoping to see some improvements in 
the near future. 


Without the help of the Fifteen Gardeners the grounds close to the build- 
ing would be unruly; they keep plants and trees watered and healthy, and try 
to keep ahead of the weeds. They donated their gardening book collection to 
us which gives us a very complete selection for the public. 


The Museum is arousing increasing interest as it becomes carefully 
organized and diversified in its displays and holdings. Many people use its 
resources for research into Natick and Indian history.

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BUILDING DEPARTMENT 


In 1978 the Building Department issued a total of 1,704 permits, as 
follows:

for which we received $46,175.50 in permit fees, which amount has been turned 
over to the Town Treasurer. 


Construction of buildings in Phase I! of Kendall Crossing is now in 
progress and it is expected that this phase will be completed during 1979. 
In December of 1978 building permits for the erection of 20 buildings in 
Phase I11 at Kendall Crossing were issued. This phase will consist of 378 
apartments and 3 laundry buildings. It is expected that construction of these 
buildings will start in May, 1979. 


The Natick Village Mall at the corner of Speen Street and Route 9 is 
progressing well. At the end of 1978 65% of the K Mart store was completed; 
15% of the Value House completed and 30% of the Mall building had been 
completed. Most of the footings and 50% of the foundation walls for the 
Hilton Hotel had also been completed. 


The Chapel at the Leonard Morse Hospital was completed in 1978 and 
iS now open. 


The former S & H Green Stamp building at 30 Superior Drive was ex- 
tensively renovated and is now being occupied as a warehouse by Filene's. 


The building at 303 West Central Street, which was erected by the 
Wendworth Corporation, has been completed and is now open for business as 
a Wendy's Restaurant. 


Frederick L. Sanford, Jr., Inspector of Buildings, was appointed 
Energy Conservation Manager for the Town of Natick. A study has been made 
of all municipal buildings in the town, based on the year 1976. A system 
by analysis was completed by the Building Department and an evaluation made 
by the State Energy Office as to potential savings in energy.

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TREE WARDEN 


The Annual Town Meeting of 1978, based on a series of incomplete and un- 
qualified assumptions, saw fit to reduce the working force of the Forestry 
Department by two (2) Tree Workers. This action appeared to be an alternative 
to a recommendation by the Finance Committee to reduce the Forestry Department 
by four (4) Tree Workers and to apply the dollar aggregate of those positions 
to ''Contracted Services''. 


My opinions and statements refutting such a course of action were at that 
time, and still remain, that such an action was, and is, inappropriate 
until such time a more in-depth and far-reaching study is undertaken to de- 
termine the practical, the legal and the cost benefits of such an action. 
There are presently at least two committees studying a wide series of possible 
alternatives to increasing the efficiency of the municipal tree services to 
the Town of Natick. 


lt is my considered opinion that no action to alter the position of this 
Office and Department should be taken until the recommendations of those 
Committees have been finalized. 


The updating of capital equipment is critical and | am actively pursuing 
the replacement of such capital equipment based on a comparable private in- 
dustry depreciation formula. 


Particular specialized tree services were completed by private contracting 
which included: 


1. Structural pruning to reshape and create major large growth 
DAaLtErns. 


2. The replacement through planting of approximately 100 23!'' - 3!! 
trees as part of a continuing replacement program in critical 
areas of Town. The 1978 trees will be planted in early 1979 
rather than risk a possibly high mortality rate due to the ex- 
treme drought conditions in the Fall of 1978. 


The extremely high mortality rate of the older trees in Town by 
age and other natural contributing factors leads to a new review 
and policy as to replacement, dictating a new approach involving 
a wider range of species with controlled growth habits. 


3. A limited trial of applied fertilization on certain selected 
Specimen trees was undertaken through a relatively new and in- 
teresting systemic system and its effectiveness is presently be- 
ing evaluated. 


The Boston Edison Company is presently engaged in a ''Townwide 
Program Operation'', which reduced growth within specified 
limits along their distribution system in early 1978 and should 
be completed by mid 1979. 
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| wish to thank the many Town Officers for their Support and cooperation.

SUPERINTENDENT OF INSECT AND PEST CONTROL 


The severity of injurious shade tree-related insects and pests dim- 
inished substantially in 1978. Previous control measures of Poison Ivy on 
Town ways and lands has significantly reduced this pest. 


The Fall Webworm incident was not significant to warrant control in 1978. 
Early surveilance will continue to determine if such control will be 
necessary in 1979. 


A relatively new and interesting process involving the application of 
certain pesticides through a systemic process was explored on certain selected 
specimen trees this year and its effectiveness is presently being evaluated. 


This office keeps updated with the control policy with Federal and State 
agencies and with all necessary certifications as may be required.

Also there have been many 
people bitten in the year of 1978. With the new Leash Law coming into effect, 
there should be a sharp decrease in both of the above. These laws are to pro- 
tect the rights of the citizens of Natick and the dogs. When a dog is picked 
up without a license, every effort is made to find an owner within ten days. 

If the dog is not claimed, it is put up for adoption or turned over to 
Humane Societies - no dog in the town of Natick will ever be turned over to 
any experimental laboratories. 


We have had a lot of problems with racoons, skunks and squirrels getting 
into houses. | think the best way to stop this is to cement an iron grill on 
top of your chimney. As far as the skunks go, keep your cellar and garage 
doors closed. 


There is one Dog Officer, one Assistant Dog Officer, three Deputies. 
The Dog Officer works Monday - Friday on call 24 hours a day. The other 
people work on weekends, sick days and vacation days - only one person works 
at a time.

HOUSING AUTHORITY 


The Natick Housing Authority currently manages five housing programs with 
a total of 406 units. 


260 units Elderly Housing, Chapter 667, Mass. General Laws 
52 units Veterans Housing, Chapter 200, Mass. General Laws 
19 units Subsidized rents, Chapter 707, Mass. General Laws 
3 units Subsidized rents, Chapter 705, Mass. General Laws 
72 units Subsidized rents, Section 8, Federal Housing and Community Develop- 
ment Act. 


The Authority concentrated on major physical improvements to our housing, 
and a review of management policies in 1978. 


Waiting lists for all programs are the target of an extensive update. 
The process began in 1977 with the elderly waiting list and proved valuable in 
the Authority's effort to concentrate on the backlog of applications. Those 
who moved into Cedar Gardens in 1978 applied prior to 1974 which, unfortunate- 
ly, means a four year waiting period for Cedar Gardens if additional units are 
not built. 


State and Federal funds were sought in 1978. Natick was not among those 
Authorities to receive State funds from the current bond issue. We hope to be 
more successful with Federal Funds. 


Our two rental assistance programs have proved very successful, a fact 
substantiated by a management review conducted by the Department of Housing & 
Urban Development (HUD). The Authority supports rental assistance as an ex- 
cellent alternative to public housing projects and a workable program for 
Natick. Application has been made for 35 additional units. 


A $44,000 Community Development Grant enabled the Authority to widen and 


reconstruct Cedar Ave. with the addition of a sidewalk. The Grant was also 
used to purchase smoke detectors for all units and update the fire alarm 
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system at Cedar Gardens to include all buildings. Modernization funds pur- 
chased 52 storm doors for the Veterans Housing. Additional Community Develop- 
ment and Modernization funds have been sought to continue this program of 
planned improvements and extensive repairs. 


The Maintenance Dept. saw several personnel changes when retirement took 
its toll. James Tomasetti, James Slamin and Robert Dunbar were hired to re- 
place Joseph Garvey, Aloyius Homer, and Samuel Forsyth. Charles Scott was 
appointed Maintenance Foreman, the position formerly held by Mr. Garvey. 


Payment in lieu of taxes for 1978 amounted to $1,872 from the Veterans 
Housing. 


The Authority wishes to thank all departments of the Town who so willingly 
offer their services toward the protection and safety of our residents. We 
also appreciate the support and time given by community organizations, service 
groups and clergy.

DATA PROCESSING ADVISORY BOARD 


On June 12, 1978 James P. Kirwin started employment for the Town as 
Systems Manager.

Over 
twenty-five service bureaus were contacted to implement the Town's applica- 
tions. Four of these companies have made presentations to the Board. At this 
time, serious contract negotiations are being pursued.

The Town will have the rights to the software programs.

In conclusion what this Board will have accomplished is to work with a 
service bureau who js most capable of giving us on-line interactive computer 
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technology, a phased implementation schedule of three years, rights to the 
software and at a cost the Town can afford.

HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMISSION 


The past year was a significant one in the activities of the Historic 
District Commission and in the development of historic preservation for the 
Town of Natick. The Henry Wilson Historic District, honoring a Natick citizen 
who became vice president of the United States, was created by Town Meeting 
after several years of study and research. The Town Meeting vote, and the sub- 
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sequent approval of the Attorney General of the Commonwealth, gives Natick its 
second historic district, the first being the John Eliot Historic District, 
created in 1974. . 


The Henry Wilson District, which includes 63 properties along West Central 
Street from the downtown section to Fiske Pond, was the subject of Article 3] 
in the Warrant for the 1978 Annual Town Meeting. The vote to create this 
second historic district, coming to the floor at the third session of Town 
Meeting on March 16, was 95 to 35, the approval being in accordance with the 
Finance Committee's favorable recommendation. A certified plan, drawn by the 
Natick Department of Public Works, was recorded with the Registry of Deeds on 
October 20, 1978. 


With 64 properties in the John Eliot District and 63 in the Henry Wilson 
District, there are now 127 houses and other structures covered by state 
ordinances that will assure their tasteful preservation for Natick's future 
citizenry. 


The John Eliot District, now in its fifth year, this year had two applica- 
tions for certificates of appropriateness before the Historic District Com- 
mission. Hearings were held on June 15 on both applications. Nancy Schnelle, 
of 39 Eliot Street, requested a certificate of appropriateness for repairs to 
the roof and front porch of her house. James L. Thompson sought a similar 
certification for the erection of a fence along the driveway of his home at 
4] Eliot Street. Both applications were approved by the Historic District 
Commission. ; 


The Historic District Commission lost the services of one of its most 
valuable members when Mrs. Ruth C. Peinze submitted her letter of resignation 
to the Board of Selectmen on October 11, 1978. Mrs. Peinze, who served the 
Town as Chairman of the Historical Commission, headed the Town's first 
Historic District Study Committee, which laid the groundwork for the present 
Historic District Commission. She served as vice chairman of the Historic 
District Commission after this body was formed. 


In her letter of resignation, Mrs. Peinze said, ''l am resigning because | 
feel that | have accomplished what | started out to do, and that someone 
younger can better serve our objective. | shall hold myself available to help 
anyone who would like assistance, as far as | am able, 'tho | will no longer be 
a member of the Commission. If | may make a suggestion, it seems to me that 
the Henry Wilson Historic District should have more representation on the 
Commission.'' 


The Board of Selectmen, acting on the recommendation of the Historic 
District Commission, appointed Dorothy DesLongchamps, alternate, to the 
Commission, to succeed Mrs. Peinze. Owen J. McNamara was named to the alter- 
nate post. Both are residents of the Henry Wilson District. 


The Historic District Commission paid tribute to Mrs. Peinze at the 
Board's October 30 meeting, commending her for her many years of devoted 
service to the Commission, and before that, to the Historic District Study: 
Committee and the Historical Commission. The Commission, accepting Mrs. 
Peinze's resignation with deep regret, mentioned specifically her many hours 
of devoted work on research, her many miles of travel to the Registry of Deeds 
and other sources of information, and her generous offer to remain available 
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to the Commission in its future projects.

TOWN FOREST COMMITTEE 


Unauthorized after-hour use of the Hunnewell Town Forest continues to be 
a problem for enforcement officials this past year. Although physical damage 
to the Hunnewell Town Forest has been minimal, several confrontations with en- 
forcement officials did result in personal and property damage to Town 
officers and equipment. Steps are being taken between the Chief of Police, 
Recreation Department and Town Forest Committee to improve enforcement policies 
relative to posting, better access and surveilance. 


On the positive side, a High Adventure Course was developed by Dr. John 
Buckley, of the Natick School Department, the Recreation Department, the Town 
Forest Committee and was implemented by Title VI workers. This area is avail- 
able for public use in conjunction with projected School and Recreation De- 
partment programs. 


Plans for the publication of a new Guide Book as an educational tool are 
being completed with eventual publication possible through a grant from the 
National Wildlife Federation. 


A Forest Management Plan is also being developed with the establishment of 
several permanent ''Sample Forest Demonstration Plots'', which can be used as 
permanent cooperative teaching areas for the study of the benefits of certain 
forest management techniques and practices. It is hoped that the on-going 
responsibility of this venture can be assumed by a club or group of students 
and an advisor on the High School level. 


The ultimate or continuing goal of such a venture is to demonstrate cer- 
tain long-term forestry practices that will improve the quality of the poten- 
tial timber capabilities of the Natick Town Forests with a cooperative over- 
view compatible with the objectives of timber production, wildlife and the 
recreational demands of these areas.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


1978 marked the seventeenth year that the Natick Conservation Commission 


has been in existance and continues to find the protection of wetlands its most 
time-consuming assignment. Under the Wetland Protection Act (Gen. Law Chap. 
131 sec. 40) the Natick Conservation Commission has the responsibility to see 
that Natick's remaining wetlands are protected during any type of alterations 
or building within the boundaries of the wetland itself. 


Action by the Commission involved public hearings and issuance of 
Order of Conditions for : Mr. William Smith for an addition to his house 
at 1025 Worcester Road; Riverbend Acres for the building of six houses 
on land off of Clover Lane; Mr. Jack Hart for additional fill to be added 
to his back yard to replace area that has been washed away; Mr. Clayton 
Chisholm concerning land at 197 Eliot Street for the construction of a single 
family dewlling; Eliot Acres II for the construction of homes on land 
off of Everett & Eliot Streets; Mr. James F. Carlin for building an office 
building on West Central Street; Solomon Sidman for purpose of replacing 
a previous single family home on Oak Street; Brazil Contempo for purpose 
of building an addition to its existing building on Worcester Road; Peter 
and Veronica Carboni for purpose of regrading and addition of crushed rock 
to area off of Hartford Street. 


Throughout the year the Commission has been involved in keeping track 
of the different Order of Conditions that continue to be in effect throughout 
the Town. These were examined by the Commission to determine whether they 
should be issued an Order of Compliance, extended for an additional period of 
time or issued a Cease and Desist Order. 


The Commission would like to express its thanks to Carol Murry for her 
extensive efforts in compiling data for the Conservation Commission Plan to 
be presented to State and Federal agencies for funding. The plan is now 
being developed into the final report form for submission to the appropriate 
departments. 


The Natick Conservation Commission has worked with several town boards 
to help develop a plan to protect Natick's resource areas such as the Town 
Forest, Pegan Cove Park, the Sunkaway and Lake Cochituate. The Commission 
was also involved in developing plans for the use of the Town's Sanitary Fill 
area, town drainage systems and the effect of future development in housing 
and business. 


The Natick Conservation Commission continues to be concerned that 
without proper care and protection Natick may lose the great advantages 
found in preserving their natural areas. It is to this end that the 
Commission will continue to work.

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COUNCIL ON AGING 


Regular meetings of the Council are held on the second Wednesday of the 
month at 7:30 PM at the Senior Center located at 10 Wilson Street. Special 
meetings are held as needs dictate. All of our meetings are open to the public. 
This past year we have been, | think, very successful in obtaining three (3) 
different Federal grants at a total cost of $641.00 to the town. One was for 
$5,000. to construct a ramp for the handicapped. The second one was for a sub- 
sidized taxi-care service enabling our seniors to keep doctors and hospital 
visits locally, also in the Boston and Worcester areas. All this at a very 
reasonable charge to our seniors, roughly 25% of total cost. Third we obtain- 
ed $15,000. for renovations and repairs to the center at 10 Wilson Street. We 
anticipate all of the renovations and ramp construction to be completed in the 
Spring or early Summer. 


We made some drastic changes in the area of transportation. Your Counci] 
was of the opinion that we were not serving the seniors adequately by hiring a 
bus twice weekly for shopping only at a cost of $80.00 weekly. The participa- 
tion was only minimal - somewhere around 200 riders monthly. 


We went to a program of utilizing the mini-bus and issued free tickets so 
that our seniors could shop or whatever six (6) days a week rather than just 
two (2) days, more flexibility. This program however got to be so expensive 
serving 2400 plus monthly at a cost of over $600. monthly that regretfully we 
now have a program whereby the seniors have to pay ten (.10¢) cents in addition 
to the ticket. In the interest of economy we felt that this was the right way 
to go. Keeping in mind that of the total ridership of the mini-bus, the 
seniors comprise pretty close to 30% of the total ridership. Our 2400 plus 
ridership also enhances the overall total of the mini-bus. We feel that this 
is a very worthwhile and much needed service, as most of our people depend on 
others for transportation due to their age and financial conditions. 


Our spring and fall fairs were very successful, realizing some $2500. plus 
turned over to the Town. 


| would be very remiss if | did not mention how grateful we are to the 
"Friends of Natick Senior Center, Inc.'', civic and fraternal organizations, 
also the various religious organizations and last but not least the various 
merchants who all so unselfishly assisted us this past year. We owe a debt of 
gratitude to the various Town departments for the many services they provided. 


in addition to our varied programs such as arts & crafts, square dancing, 
oil painting, liquid art, crewel, fit & firm, fun & games, bowling, jewelry 
and swimming, we have added bridge lessons and advanced bridge. 


Our hot lunch program is very successful as we have shown an increase of 
50% and an overall increase in all other areas of 60%. 


We also introduced (with co-operation of our Fire Department) the so- 
called ''Vial of Life'' program and we also held (with co-operation of Leonard 
Morse Hospital doctors and staff) the program ''Healthy'' which when translated 
means:-HEALTH, EDUCATION AND LEARNING TO HELP YOURSELF. This program was very 
successful with about forty-five (45) persons participating in a six week 
course. 
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We also conduct (in co-operation with the Visiting Nurses Association) 
blood pressure clinics on the second and fourth Wednesdays of thé month. We 
also conducted a Pneumococcal Pneumonia and Influenza vaccines.

YOUTH AND HUMAN RESOURCES COMMITTEE 


The Natick Youth and Human Resources Committee is an agency of 
the Town of Natick mandated by the annual town meeting to provide 
services to the adolescent population of the town. Its primary operating 
budget and staff salaries are raised from the municipal tax levy. An 
additional 2/3 of the program's funds are generated from the Massachusetts 
Department of Mental Health, CETA, private donations, and product sales. 
The Board of Selectmen appoint the committee which is responsible for the 
policies, procedures, and expenditures of the agency. The Director implements 
youth programs in accordance with the goals set forth by the committee and 
hires staff necessary to the implementation of those programs. 


Presently, the agency operates three components: 1) The Natick 
Community Farm. 2) The Delinquency Prevention Program. 3) The Job Bank. 


Under the direction of Mary Anne Lelievre, the Natick Community Farm 
has completed its fourth year of providing work and learning experiences to 
local youths. Through involvement in a wide variety of agricultural activities, 
over 100 young people between the ages of 12 and 21 have participated in 
Organic gardening, livestock care, maple sugaring, and carpentry. It is 
felt that the farm has been successful in its overall purpose of providing 
a structured setting where young people can increase their self-esteem 
and have an opportunity for personal growth. Such a setting allows young 
people a chance to learn skills and develop attitudes that will enable 
them to become fully functioning adults. The program's own assessment 
indicates that the Farm is effective with 75% of its participants in terms 
of preventing drug and alcohol abuse, dropping out of school, and juvenile 
delinquency. 


The Farm's tetal program has been augmented by two consecutive contracts 
from the Marlboro CETA consortium to provide employment and training ex- 
periences to 15 youths. Titled Operation Homestead, the program was directed 
by Steve Chabot and is currently directed by Dan Hemenway. With the support 
of the CETA grant, the Farm constructed a solar-heated greenhouse that is 
capable of producing food and ornamental crops on a year round basis. The 
20 x 45 ft. structure will not require any supplemental heating since it will 
store excess heat in water barrels that will radiate during periods of severe 
cold and overcast days. Additional shelters were constructed for sheep and 
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pigs in order to expand the size of the herd. This expansion was further 
accomodated as more land was fenced in for additional pasture. An orchard 
of apples and pears was planted this Spring along with a vineyard. 


The Delinquency Prevention Program is in its second year of operation. 
In September, 1978, Jim Hill, the Outreach Worker who originally implemented 
the program, left YHRC. On October 10, Debra Roberg assumed this position. 
The ''outreach'' approach continues to prove itself as the most viable and 
effective in contacting and relating to alienated or at risk youth. By 
providing a variety of services as a counselor, advocate, coordinator, and 
Street worker the worker has been able to meet varying needs in the develop- 
ment of trusting relationships with youth. In brief, the outreach worker 
is currently running weekly group counseling sessions at Coolidge and Wilson 
Junior High Schools. A series of outdoor camping trips are also offered in 
conjunction with these groups. Additional work with individual students in 
all the Natick schools is done as referrals are made by the school staff. 
Involvement continues with the Natick District Court as referrals are made 
by the juvenile probation officer. The same is true for the Natick Police 
Department as the juvenile officer makes referrals to the outreach program. 
The street work portion of the program continues to offer the worker a chance 
to meet kids on their own terms and increase the effectiveness of the overal] 
program. In total, the Delinquency Prevention Program has served 152 youths 
during the first 18 months of the operation. 


The Juvenile Justice Advisory Committee, a subcommittee of Y.H.R.C. 
has been researching the possibility of an emergency foster care program to 
meet the growing need among teenagers for emergency shelter. The Advisory 
Committee is comprised of Carol Ladd, Betty Fancy, Jean Cowdery, Jim Hill, 
Tear Ann Wardlow, and Ron Miller. The Advisory Committee is also considering 
the problem of alcohol use and abuse among the towns youths. Through a 
series of training workshops sponsored by Y.H.R.C., local youth workers and 
citizens received specialized instruction in alcohol education. Hopefully 
this group will be able to formulate a community response to the alcohol 
problem. 


The Job Bank has been able to provide 150 odd and part time jobs to 44 
youths. These jobs provide young people with a training ground for learning 
basic job skills and work attitudes. 


The Youth and Human Resources Committee would like to thank the many 
people who have worked so selflessly in behalf of Natick youths. These 
people who express their concern in genuine and concrete terms make a 
difference in the lives of the people they serve. The difference results 
when kids are given a chance to take charge of their own lives and to play 
a meaningful role in their own community. It is the goal of this agency to 
maximize the role of kids in their community and to maximize the role of the 
community in the lives of kids.

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PLANNING BOARD 


As anticipated in our report last year, 1978 has been an even busier 
year then 1977. Major planning programs have been considered and much 
progress has been made, even though we were without effective full time staff 
Support for one-half of the year. 


The Planning Board held over 70 meetings this year, sometimes meeting 
as often as 3 or 4 times during a week. Much of this time was devoted to 
revision of the zoning bylaw. Out of these meetings we developed a land 
use policy. 


LAND USE POLICY - Development Guidelines 


As a result of its work on the zoning bylaw, the Planning Board has 
recommended that the existing character of our residential areas be essentially 
retained in their present form; with only the added option of some type of 
single family and town house clustering on larger parcels in order to pre- 
serve open space natural resources, with no increase in density. Increased 
flexibility by allowing multiple uses in existing commercial and industrial 
areas of the Town would increase utilization of these districts and maximize 
the tax return to provide needed tax relief. The Route 9 area (especially 
near Speen St.) and the Downtown Business area offer the best opportunities 
for installing newly proposed mixed use districts. 


ZONING BYLAW REVISION 


The Board started the year by reworking a draft bylaw that it had pre- 
pared as a result of a series of deliberations during 1976 and 1977. After 
long discussions revising this draft the Board finally published its first 
official draft for public comment on June 29. This draft was then presented 
for further consideration by an advisory panel composed of townspeop!e who 
had long experience with zoning matters or were actively engaged in develop- 
ment. This review phase has taken a longer period than anticipated, but we 
believe that it is absolutely necessary to get the maximum possible parti- 
cipation in drafting the bylaw from those most interested and most qualified 
to help. Following completion of this phase we intend to publish a further 
official draft for public discussion with the various Town Board and Com- 
missions, and eventually with the Town Meeting members and the general public. 
It is our goal to submit the revised zoning bylaw to Town Meeting during 1979. 


SUBDIVISIONS REVIEW AND ADMINISTRATION 


The Planning Board is charged with the primary responsibility of 
administering the Subdivision Control Law by approving or disapproving sub- 
division plans, and in administering development of approved subdivisions. 
The following actions were taken this year. 


Captain Tom's Hill (north of Hartford St. near Bishop St.) 
The final definitive plan was the subject of a public hearing 
and was disapproved based on the recommendations of the Board of Health and 


DPW. After a delay of half a year, the owner proposed a modified plan intend- 
ed to overcome the earlier reasons for rejection. After many meetings and 
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discussions the modified plan was approved. The developer has offered 

a 2+ acre parcel to the Town for construction of a long sought water tower 
which would help to alleviate a water pressure problem of long standing in 
this part of Town. The Town Meeting in 1979 will be asked to accept this 
land and proceed with the Water Tower project. The conditions of approval 
also require the developer to improve the drainage in that part of Town. 
The plan, if eventually developed, would substitute a smaller number of all 
single family homes for the present mix of duplex and single family per- 
mitted by the existing zoning. 


Carsha Heights (west of Rockland Street & north of Everett) 


A definitive plan to develop 4 single family homes on this 10+ 
acre parcel was approved after a public hearing and in accordance with the 
recommendations of the Board of Health and the DPW. A difficulty encountered 
was the drainage considerations since Rockland St. does not have a formal 
drainage system. A promising alternative drainage system involving the 
developer, the town and an easement over some private land could not be 
worked out. Although the Board was advised that the drainage outfal] 
would be adequately handled by the proposed plan the neighbors have dis- 
agreed and brought suit to seek review of the approval. This suit is 
still pending. 


Country Club Estates | (west of Mill Steet-old "back nine!) 


This subdivision has been under development since 1972 and is still 
not completed. This year the Town Meeting decided not to accept the offer 
of Lot 6 in this subdivision in exchange for a relaxation of regulations con- 
cerning road construction, as permitted in the Law. 


The roads were again, for the fifth winter, subject to heaving 
and settling. The Board set a final set of requirements which the developer 
did meet, and the roadwork was inspected and considered acceptable by the 
Town. The streets will be before Town Meeting in 1979 for acceptance. There 
still remains the question of off-street drainage for which the Town holds 
a bond. Advice from the Board of Health is awaited before this bond can be 
released. Also, in response to requests of some of the residents a ''way''! 
which served as frontage for a number of homes was named ''Burning Tree 
Terrace'' in order to provide much needed identification for emergency 
vehicles and to allow for Town maintenance. 


Country Club Estates II (east of Mill Street to Speen Street - 
the ''front nine!') 


This parcel of about 63 acres has been the subject of a compre- 
hensive permit proceeding for 16.3 acres of its extent, and this year a 
preliminary subdivision plan was filed which would have used up all of the 
remaining acreage, thus removing forever the prospect of any ''open space'! 
for this part of Town. The Planning Board called this prospect to the 
attention of the residents of the area, and after a number of meetings with 
the developer and members of this Board an alternative proposal for develop- 
ment of clustered townhouses of a small number (74 townhouses vs. 88 single 
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family homes) on only 10 acres of the site was agreed upon by the. developer 
instead of the standard subdivision. This proposal requires an amendment of 
the zoning bylaw and it is hoped that this will come before the Town 

Meeting this year. It is important to note that this is the third, and most 
clearly the last, time that the Town will have the opportunity of preserving 
open space in this part of Town. Eight years ago the Town Meeting turned 
down the opportunity to purchase this entire 130+ acres of the front and 
back ''nine'' for 1.075 million dollars; and only a few years ago the Town 
turned down the opportunity to buy the remaining 63 acre site of the ''front 
nine'' for about 1 million dollars. Now the opportunity exists to preserve 
30+ acres of this land as open space in perpetuity for no payment by the Town, 
if it amends its zoning bylaws to allow for clustering of townhouses on a 
portion of this site. The Planning Board cannot recommend strongly enough 
the acceptance of this plan as a good planning measure for the benefit of 
all of the Town. 


Eliot Acres | (Northside) - (Clearview Dr.) 


At the east end of Clearview Drive there remained 4 lots which were 
undeveloped. Application to reduce the development to 2 lots and relocate 
the cul-de-sac has been made and a public hearing was held. Action by the 
Board is pending. 


Eliot Acres II (also known as Eliot Hills II) - (north of Everett St.) 


Renewed interest has appeared to complete this subdivision. Dis- 
cussions regarding drainage requirements have taken place but no requests for 
modification of the plan or release of lots has been received. 


Eliot Acres IV (north of Eliot Street) 


This 10 lot subdivision was the subject of discussion at a 
joint board meeting with the DPW and Board of Health concerning drainage 
problems. Questions of a formal drainage system running an extensive dis- 
tance offsite vs. on-site retention of drainage were considered but not 
resolved. Maintenance of on-site retention areas was considered to be a 
difficult task in many such proposals in town. Cooperation of an abutting 
landowner was considered, but no progress was made. The plan is still not 
being pursued. 


Eliot Acres V (South of Eliot St. near South St.) 


This 6 lot subdivision was under development this year after the 
posting of the required bond to insure completion of the road work. 


Oak Realty Trust (east of Oak St. near Pine St.) 


This previously approved 3 lot subdivision on 9+ acres was to be 
abandoned with the buildable front portion to be sold to abuttors. 
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Orchard Estates (north of Rte 30 and Indian Rock Rd.) 


This 16+ acre 7 lot subdivision had a condition imposed upon it 
due to action of the Wayland Planning Board on the contiguous Mainstone 
Farm condominium development to build an access road. Construction of the 
road through this subdivision commenced this year but an error occurred 
in its location. A proposed public hearing to amend the plan to relocate 
the road was posted but subsequently cancelled. Bonds have been posted, no 
building lots have been released. 


Priest Subdivision (between Appleton Rd. and Wheeler Lane) 


Bond has been posted to insure construction of improvements. The 
three lots have been released for building purposes. 


Riverbend Acres || (Clover Terrace) 


The MDC gave approval to construct a roadway and lay a drainage 
pipe over its sewer and easement. No construction has taken place. 


Riverbend Acres III (Ernest Drive) 


This 6 lot subdivision has had a checkered history of broken 
promises by the developer, lawsuits to enforce the promises of the developer 
brought by the town and an injunction obtained by the developer to prevent 
the town from insisting on performance. The death of the developer and the 
bankruptcy of his estate has left the town only with a small road bond to 
cover the work to be done. The bending company did not cooperate fully with 
the Board, but it was finally able to convince a local developer to complete 
the roadwork for the insufficient amount left in the bond. 


Rockland Terrace (west of Rockland St.) 


This 3 lot subdivision has been largely completed with 2 homes 
built. The remaining work is still covered by adequate bonding. 


PCD Development (south of West Central St. & Boden Lane) 


Phase two of this nine year project is almost completed and is now 


being rented. Plans have been received for the next two phases. It 
is hoped that when the development is finally completed and occupied that 
the added requirements for Town services still do not exceed the tax revenues 


for the project, as has been the encouraging experience with the first phase. 
The Planning Board does not have any administrative supervision over this 
series of apartment projects in the same manner as it does under the 
Subdivison Control Law. Cooperation of the present developer in reviewing 
its plans with the Board is appreciated. 


Subdivision-not-required plans 
The Board approved 29 plans on the basis that they did not come under 


the Subdivision Control Law. These included a modified plan for Brigham 
Court which had been the subject of some controversy last year. Through 
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the cooperation of the builder and his agent a very satisfactory 2 lot 
development was completed following a bonding procedure even though the 
Subdivision Law did not apply. The large Lookout Farm tract was broken into 
several lots, indicating future development. The John Eliot Historical 
District plan was approved. 


Conservation Restriction Land 


Through the generous attitude of the Arnold W. Hunnewell, Jr. family 
some 54+ acres of land northwesterly of Glen St. and on the southerly bank 
of the Charles River near Indian Ridge Rd. have been permanently placed under 
a conservation restriction. This is a legally enforceable agreement under 
M.G.L. Chapter 184 between an owner of land and the Town by which land is 
restricted from future development. Some 35+ acres of this parcel were 
conveyed to the Mass. Audubon Society. It is hoped that other owners of 
scenic or other significant sites will be also interested in preserving 
open space for the future. The Planning Board additionally intends to 
recommend the use of ''conservation'' or ''preservation restrictions" as buffers 
to insulate residential areas from commercial and industrial development 
which takes place nearby. 


Fairway Estates, Inc. Comprehensive Permit 


The issuance of a comprehensive permit to the developer in 1976 by a 3-2 
vote of the ZBA prompted the Planning Board and a large group of neighbors 
of the project to challenge that decision in the manner permitted by 
the statutes. Since 1976 when the suit was brought, and favorably funded by 
votes of the Board of Selectmen, the Finance Committee and the Town 
Meeting, a number of changes have taken place affecting the outlook 
for this suit. The increasing unhappiness of the taxpayers with their burden 
(we are all taxpayers) has caused this Board to reassess whether it 
would be in the best interest of the Town to pursue the litigation at 
substantial cost to the Town. Also, the developer indicated an interest 
in negotiating a settlement of the lawsuit. The Planning Board initiated 
discussions late in the summer with all three other parties to the suit 
being invited to participate. The developer, Mr. Lane, proposed a stipualtion 
for settlement of the lawsuit, which has been revised after some discussion 
and finally agreed upon by Mr. Lane, the neighborhood and the Planning Board. 
As the year closed, the Planning Board was preparing to schedule a meeting 
where the stipulation would be signed by all parties to the suit. The 
Planning Board believes that it is in the best interest of all of the 
Town that the suit be brought to an end as soon as possible. © The com- 
promise proposal contained in the stipulation reduces the size of the pro- 
ject both the number of units and height of the proposed structure and con- 
verts it to an all-elderly one. 


New Development in Natick 
The reconstruction of the Route 9 and Speen Street intersection into the 
so-called ''Beetleback'' is now underway. In addition to the planned Hilton 


Hotel and shopping center it is believed that other development will be en- 
couraged nearby. The empty Carling Brewery has received a number of inquiries 
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for development and the Planning Board has considered recommending a multi- 
use zoning for this site. Use of the site for an office complex would be a 
desirable use both as to the amenities afforded by the site and the tax 
benefit to the town. The Trustees of Leonard Morse Hospital are seeking a 
zoning amendment to allow for the construction of a medical office building. 
The Planning Board hopes to participate in the Town's interest in attracting 
worthwhile new growth which will be within the ability of the Town to absorb.

Finally, thanks to all Town Boards, Committees. and Commissions for 
their past, and we hope, their continued support.

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BOARD OF APPEALS 


The Zoning Board of Appeals of the Town of Natick is comprised of 
five Regular Members and three Associate Members. The role of the ZBA is 
often times misunderstood. The Zoning Board is endowed with the authority 
to grant variations from the requirements specified in our Zoning Code 
provided certain conditions are evidenced to warrant a deviation. The 
Board must consider each case individually on the evidence presented and 
make a determination as to its affect upon the neighborhood; the zoning dis- 
trict in which it is located; and the hardship afflicting the Petitioner. 
All factors must be weighed in accordance with State Statute before a decision 
is rendered, and to do otherwise, would be to act arbitrarily and capriciously. 
One must realize and comprehend the complexities involved to understand the 
purpose and functions of the Zoning Board of Appeals. 


The New Zoning Enabling Act, (Chapter 40A) mandated by Chapter 808 of 
the Acts of 1975, became effective on July 1, 1978. Substantial changes in the 
process of hearings have been involved since its automatic acceptance. The 
Board has made every effort to implement the new provisions without delay or 
inconvenience to the Petitioners. 


During the year, 1978, (76) cases were filed with the Town Clerk for 
hearing by the Board. Fees realized for applications filed and postage for 
notices of hearing and decision totaled, $3,768.45. 


The term of Lois N. Talis, as a Regular Member of the Board expired 
on April 30, 1978, and the Selectmen did not re-appoint her to this position, 
however, in accordance with the Natick Zoning By-law her term was automatically 
extended until her resignation in September 1978, after charges prepared and 
submitted to the Board of Selectmen, by Special Counsel, Charles S. McLaughlin, 
Jr., were filed against her. To date, this vacancy has not been filled.

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ENERGY CONSERVATION AND 
UTILITY USAGE COMMITTEE 


Following its appointment in July, 1977, the Energy Conservation and 
Utility Usage Committee met on several occasions in an effort to make plans to 
assist in the conservation of energy at town properties and to determine if 
savings might be made via energy purchasing procedures. 


Soon after its appointment, the committee learned that state regulations 
require the appointment of a conservation officer within each town and that 
Mr. Frederick Sanford had been so appointed for the Town of Natick. Mr. San- 
ford advised the committee that he was in the process of preparing a detailed 
report on energy consumption at town buildings for submission to the state as 
required by law. 


Upon completion the report was submitted accordingly, and the appropriate 
state office responded with a summary of savings possible at each of the build- 
ings in question. Copies of this summary were provided the committee by 
Mr. Sanford. 


It became apparent to the committee that several issues be resolved before 
it could or should take further action. These issues are summarized as 
follows: 


|. Is a committee necessary if appropriate efforts are being made by town 
staff members to accomplish that which is the purpose of the committee? 


2. To whom is the committee responsible? 


Uncertain of its role, the committee consulted with Mr. Russell Harris of 
the Selectmen's Office who suggested that it take no further action until 
specifics be obtained through the 1979 Town Meeting. The committee postponed 
any activity accordingly, and now recommends that one of the following two 
alternatives be adopted. 


1. The body responsible for such matters determine that the work of the 
office of the building inspector is indeed sufficient to satisfactorily 
bring about the necessary changes and/or regulations within physical 
and fiscal limitations to insure maximum energy and dollar savings. 
Should this be the case, the committee should then be dissolved. 


2. The second alternative is to reappoint the committee for whatever time 
period is appropriate to achieve the desired savings with the following 
provisions: 


a. The committee be advised to whom it is responsible. 


b. The committee be provided a set of guidelines within which to 
Operate. 


c. The committee be authorized to work in conjunction with the 
office of the building inspector, and further the building in- 


spector be appointed the fifth member of the committee. 


d. Provisions be made to permit the committee access to pertinent 
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town records as well as to town buildings. 


e. The end result of the committee's efforts be the preparation of a 
report to the appropriate body with the following format: 


(1) The findings of the Committee as related to energy usage 
within each town building. 


(2) Recommended steps to be taken as applied to each town 
building within the following categories: 


(a) No cost 
(b) Minimal cost 
(cdr = Stoniticantecost 


(3) Consideration of steps outlined in (2) above in relation 
to possible state and/or federal financial assistance. 


The committee wishes to commend and express its appreciation to Mr. Sanford for 
his assistance to date, and it is the desire of the committee that it neither 
encroach on nor duplicate the work of the office of the building inspector. 

The committee realizes that its efforts would be severely restricted without 
the assistance of that office, and at the same time it is anxious to assist 

Mr. Sanford if such assistance would be invaluable and not redundant.

COMMITTEE TO STUDY THE FEASIBILITY OF THE 
POSSIBLE TAKEOVER OF THE FORESTRY DEPARTMENT 
BY THE PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT 


Established at the Annual Town Meeting in spring 1978, the committee 
held its first meeting in September 1978. The committee's purpose was to 
explore methods of increasing the efficiency of forestry services to the Town 
of Natick through a merger with the Natick Public Works Department. Frank, 
detailed discussion has been developed regarding the problems and/or 
advantages of the present system along with a series of possible alternatives. 
The major points of the discussion questioned the following: 1) the 
Forestry Department is small and devoid of external problems which might be 
inher! tedwiithtaumerngemesi2) ltebas fa.cleansline.of authority... 73)...ht 
Operates less expensively than if merged with the Department of Public Works. 
Purchasing and maintenance cost less than if placed under the merger. 4) The 
advantages of maintaining the department at status quo are that the department 
offers specialized services of trained personnel not available at the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, it operates virtually devoid of political pressure, 
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and the present system does not overburden the existing inadequate garaging 
and maintenance facilities of the Department of Public Works. 5) The weak- 
nesses of the present system at the Forestry Department are that it lacks 
the following: trained and qualified supervision on a day to day basis, 
centralized purchasing for vehicle equipment (effecting a minimal savings 
primarily in vehicle parts and supplies), and efficient deployment of men 
and equipment interdepartmentally as needed in special circumstances. 


The committee has discussed several means of merger of the departments, 
listed here are some of the alternatives: 1) The transfer of the Forestry 
Department as is, personnel and equipment to the Department of Public Works 
as a fifth division directly accountable to the director of the Department of 


Public Works, the Tree Warden would be retained as an advisor to the Depart- 
ment of Public Works Commissioners: 2) The creation of a Tree Department 


with a Tree Warden appointed by the Commissioners of the Department of Public 
Works on the basis of set qualifications resulting in the eliminations of the 
elected positions of the Tree Warden and the appointed position of the 
superintendent: 3) The dissolution of the Forestry Department entirely, 

(a) The Department of Public Works Commissioners would appoint a Tree 

Warden on the basis of set qualifications and he would be responsible for 

the care and maintenance of the public shade trees by private contract, 

(b) The Department of Public Works Commissioners would appoint a full-time 
Tree Warden and the Commissioners would be responsible for the care and 
maintenance of the public shade trees, (the Tree Warden would assist the 
Commissioners in the writing of contracts): 4) The establishment of an 
Office of Lands and Natural Resources under Mass. General Laws Chapter 41 
Section 69G: 5) A combination of the Forestry, Recreation and Parks De- 
partments into the Forestry and Parks Department: 6) No change in the 
present system has also been considered. 


The committee feels that more alternatives are available for study 
other than those suggested by the committee's directive. It is our judgement 
that the committee's scope be expanded to include the study of any viable 
alternative that would increase the efficiency of forestry services to the 
Town of Natick. 


This committee respectfully requests that it be continued for another 
year in order to more properly explore these alternatives.

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SOUTH MIDDLESEX OPPORTUNITY COUNCIL 


During 1978 South Middlesex Opportunity Council (SMOC) celebrated its 
thirteenth year of existence by continuing to operate a variety of programs 
and services designed to assist the children, youth, adult, and elderly 
residents of this area who are economically disadvantaged. As the area's anti- 
poverty agency, SMOC continued to provide the overall planning, coordination, 
financial administration, technical assistance, and management for the programs 
operated by its components. In addition, Board and staff of the agency worked 
cooperatively with a number of other organizations and groups in efforts 
designed to upgrade the quality of life for low income people. 

In 1978 the annual budget for the agency stood at $2.9 million, with a 
staff of two hundred persons. Its Board of Directors comprised of one-third 
public officials, one-third low-income persons and one-third interested private 
groups continued to develop and set policy for the entire agency. To this end, 
the Selectmen of the Town of Natick have designated Erica Ball as their repre- 
sentative to the Board. 

Cited below are the specific programs which SMOC has designed and operated 
during the year. 

A. Preschool Day Care, After School Day Care, and Family Day Care Programs: 
for children of working parents, operating centers in Framingham and 
Marlboro, in order to provide child care, educational, social, health, 
and nutritional services for children 24 to 11 years of age. 

In 1978 a total of 294 children were served by this program. 

B. Regional Headstart Program: which provides pre-school age children and 
their families with an educational experience, medical assistance, and 
supportive social services in both a center-based and Homestart model. 
22 Natick children were enrolled in the program during 1978. 

C. Headstart Child Care Clinic: which in conjunction with Framingham Union 
Hospital, operates a Pediatric Clinic for low income children. The 
Clinic provides preventive and diagnostic treatment, screening, audio 
visual, and Denver Developmental testing, as well as follow-up care and 
referrals. During 1978 over 2,300 Clinic visits were made. 

D. An Energy and Weatherization Program: which worked to lessen the impact 
of the high cost of fuel on low income families through installation of 
insulation, caulking, weatherstripping, and other home repairs in 126 
units in 1978. The program also provided emergency assistance to 70 
Natick residents who faced fuel and/or utility shutoffs. 

E. A Community Food and Nutrition Project: which initiated food and 
agricultural self sufficiency, including several community gardens, a 
farmer's market, and canning and nutrition workshops. In addition 
the project provided information to local residents regarding the feder- 
al food stamp program. 

Over 250 residents participated in the community garden, crisis relief, 
and food stamp programs, and over 500 persons purchased produce through 
the farmer's market. 

F. An Alcohol Detoxification Center: which operates an inpatient facility 
designed to provide alcohol detoxification services to male and female 
clients in the Greater Framingham, Greater Marlboro, and Greater Newton 
areas. Intake, medical screening, detoxification, clinical evaluation, 
and referral services are provided seven days per week on a twenty-four 
hour basis. During 1978 over 2,100 admissions occurred through this 
program. 

G. An Alcohol Rehabilitation Center: which offers comprehensive services 


fis. 


for the drinker and his/her family including an Outpatient Program; a 
Drinking Driving Program (DIAL) operated in conjunction with the District 
Courts; and Alcohol Education Program; a Young Peoples Program; 
Alcoholic Anonymous (A.A.) information and meeting; and a Drop-In-Center. 
During 1978 a total of 640 person were assisted by ARC. 
An Elderly Nutrition Program: which provides senior citizens, particu- 
larly those of low income with low cost nutritionally sound meals served 
in strategically located centers where they can obtain other social and 
rehabilitative services. SMOC has to date established six congregate 
meal sites: in Natick at the Senior Center; in Framingham at the 
Callahan Center, and the Corner (46 Concord St); in Marlboro at the 
Senior Center; in Southboro at the Fayville Town Hall (serving Southboro, 
Ashland, Holliston, and Hopkinton residents); and in Hudson at the Senior 
Drop-In-Center. In addition we provide home delivered meals to persons 
who are homebound. During 1978 a total of 43,156 congregate site meals, 
and a total of 19,160 home delivered meals were served. 
A Research and Advocacy Program: which assists low income residents in 
addressing issues which concern them. During 1978 the program explored 
a number of health issues and initiated a Health Care Coalition. The 
program also educated residents regarding the Classification referendum 
question, and worked with several housing and tenant groups in the area. 
SMOC Manpower Services: which operates a number of programs for youth 
and adults including the Neighborhood Youth Corps, serving CETA eligible 
low income teenagers through job placement, educational and supportive 
services through an In-School, Out-of-School, Summer Program, and Pro- 
ject Horizon; an Adult Work Experience Program providing eligible resi- 
dents twenty-two years of age or older with transitional work experience 
employment. Enrollees are placed in work sites designed to meet their 
individual occupational and counseling needs. Skills and interests are 
identified and permanent employment is secured; an Adult Basic Educa- 
tion Program providing tutoring toward improvement of verbal, reading, 
and math skills with the objectives of improving client employability. 
During 1978 a total of 840 youth, and a total of 108 adults were served 
through Manpower Services. 
South Middlesex Legal Services: establised as an affiliate agency of 
SMOC, this program under the auspices of its own Board of Directors 
provides legal assistance in civil matters to eligible low income resi- 
dents in such areas as housing law, administrative law, and domestic 
relations. In 1978 the program also initiated the Senior Citizen Legal 
Services Project which is specifically designed to assist eligible 
elderly residents with legal representation in civil matters. In 1978 
Legal Services opened a total of 247 cases; closed a total of 464 cases; 
with a total of 179 cases pending. 

In addition to these programs which SMOC operated directly during 1978 the 


agency also provided technical assistance, financial and administrative manage- 
ment assistance to several other organizations including Pearl Street House, 
the Framingham Office for Children, the Statewide Emergency Food Assistance 
Program, and the Massachusetts Association of Older Americans. 


During 1979 SMOC will continue its commitment to effectively serve low in- 


come residents of the South Middlesex area.

These offices shall be used only to conduct Town 
business. 


SECTIONS 2. 


The Selectmen shall establish a Town Counsel Screening Committee 
of five members of the Massachusetts Bar, preferably senior 
attorneys who hire or supervise other attorneys' work. Said 
Committee will be responsible for candidates residing in the 
Town or in the Commonwealth and are members in good standing 
of the Massachusetts Bar, for the position of Town Counsel. 
The Selectmen shall on or before the first day of October, 

or whenever a vacancy shall exist, appoint a candidate from 
among those recommended as qualified by said committee to 
serve as Town Counsel. The Selectmen shall reserve the right 
to request additional candidates from said Committee if need 
be. 


SECTION 3. 


The Town Counsel shall hold office for a term of three years, 
or until September 30 of the third year of said term. Said 
term shall begin from the time of his acceptance of the ap- 
pointment and shall continue until the expiration of his term 
on September 30th or until the appointment and acceptance of 
his successor. 
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ARTICLE 12 (continued) 


SECTION 4. 


The Town Counsel shall draft all bonds, leases and obligations, 
conveyances, contracts and other legal instruments, and handle 
all legal matters which may be reasonably required of him by 
vote of the Town or the Selectmen within the following guide- 
lines: 


A. That all requests for the services of the 
Town Counsel shall, whenever time permits, 
be submitted in writing with a copy to the 
Board of Selectmen. 


B. That the following shall have the right to 
request of Town Counsel legal opinions in 
writing concerning the duties incumbent on 
such officer by virtue of the office directly; 
members of the Board of Selectmen, Town 
Clerk, Superintendent of Schools, Building 
Inspector, Director of Public Works, Town 
Moderator, Comptroller, Town Treasurer, Town 
Collector, Tree Warden, Superintendent of 
Recreation and Parks Department and Chairmen 
of the following Boards or Committees acting 
with the authority of a majority of their 
members: Board of Assessors, Board of Appeals, 
Planning Board, School Committee, Finance Com- 
mittee, Board of Health, Conservation Commission, 
Retirement Board, Commissioners of Public Works, 
Personnel Board and Recreation Commission. 


C. That all other Boards or Committees and other 
Town officials desiring to obtain legal advice, 
relating to their area of responsibility or 
concerning to Town matters must first obtain the 
prior consent of the Board of Selectmen. 


SECTION? Se 


The Town Counsel, if requested to do so by vote of the Town or 
the Board of Selectmen, shall prosecute all suits ordered to 
be brought by the Town, and shall take any and all action 
necessary to defend or prosecute suits brought against or for 
the Town or its officers in the official capacity. 


SECTLONSG. 


The Town Counsel shall not make final settlement of any litigation 
to which the Town is a party unless he has been duly authorized by 
the majority vote of the Selectmen, or by vote of the Town Meeting. 
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ARTICLE 12 (continued) 


SECTION 7. 


Every officer in charge of a department shall immediately make a 
report in writing to the Town Counsel whenever any transaction, 

act, ommission to act or negligence affecting his department occurs 
which results in or may occasion any injury to any person or 
property; and any police officer having knowledge of any such 
transaction, act, omission to act, or negligence shall make a 
similar report whereupon the Town Counsel shall make a careful and 
complete investigation of all the facts relative thereto, and report 
to the Selectmen within 30 days. 


SECTION 8. 


The Town Counsel shall, if requested by the Selectmen, prosecute 
in the appropriate court, any cases of violation of the Statutes of 
the Commonwealth or By-Laws of the Town. 


SECTIONGY: 


The Town Counsel shall make a monthly written report to the 

Board of Selectmen, concerning the professional services rendered 
by him during the preceding month. Said report shall contain a 
Statement of each case which has been settled, tried, or otherwise 
disposed of by him during the month; and also a statement of each 
case which is still pending, and the status of same, together with 
such other information and recommendations as may be deemed ad- 
visable. An annual summary of this report to be printed in the 
annual town report. 


SEC ALONE LO 


No town officer or board shall, unless so authorized by vote of 

the Board of Selectmen or Town Meeting, or State Statute, employ, 
advise with or consult any attorney or counselor-at-law other than 
the Town Counsel, with regard to any town business, or the business 
of any of the departments, or the duties of any such officers or 
boards, whenever any charge therefor is to be made to the town, or 
is to be paid out of the funds of the Town, or out of any department 
thereof. Such vote to be taken only after a request for an opinion 
from the Town Counsel on the reasonableness of doing so has been 
made.

The Town Counsel shall notify in writing all officers or Boards 
of the Town of any changes in the laws of the Commonwealth 
affecting such officers or boards.
